But, although our community 
style of architecture influences our 
sense of proportion, there is a prin¬ 
ciple of a more fixed nature that 
will accompany our sense of pro¬ 
portion to a satisfying- end. 

That is the sense of balance. 

The most simple illustration of 
balance is the grouping of windows 
in the wall of a house. At this 
point some will confuse balance 
with symetry. 

The symmetrical arrangement can 
best he found in Colonial architec¬ 
ture and the English cottage type 
affords the best unsymmetrical ar¬ 
rangement. 

HERE ARE ILLUSTRATIONS 

If you wish to get the effects of 
a certain style you must understand 
what proportions the various ele¬ 
ments bear to one another. 

The English style is intimate in 
character and the Colonial digni¬ 
fied, it follows the classic tradition. 

If you wish to have an unsym¬ 
metrical design for your house or 
the arrangement of your windows, 
train your eye by looking at differ¬ 
ent schemes and wall surfaces and 
you will arrive at a conception of 
what is meant by balance. 

If after all some profane critic 
remarks that "all this sort of theory 
ends nowhere,” it is only necessary 
to remind him that he must have a 
theory of his own in order to con¬ 
demn another. We have to have a 
standard and this standard is our 
sense of proportion.

To My Fellow Members of the Principals’ Club: 

Before leaving Los Angeles I promised the editors of the Journal to 
write you through the medium of its pages. It has taken me this long to 
get into my stride and make a daily habit for the essentials of life—eating, 
sleeping, etc. I still am hurrying to get ready to go at times, but on the 
whole am beginning to enjoy a rather uneventful rest.

REMEDY OF UNLAWFUL SALE 

A reader of these articles writes 
to me and asks! 

"Suppose the trustee attempts to 
yell the property without giving the 
lawful notices, or suppose the debt 
has been paid, or suppose the cred¬ 
itor has extended the time for pay¬ 
ment and seeks to repudiate the 
extension, what remedy does the 
debtor have, and what dan he do 
to prevent the sale of the prop¬ 
erty?” 

My answer is, if suoh a contin¬ 
gency should arise, if the notices 
provided by law are not given, or 
if the debt has already been paid, 
or if the creditor has agreed to wait 
* longer time for the payments to 
be made than is provided in the 
deed, and repudiates the extension 
of time, or falsely states that the 
debt has not been paid and is pro¬ 
ceeding to sell the property, the 
debtor is not left without a rem¬ 
edy, and is not to lose his property 
because of the unlawful or fraudu¬ 
lent act of the creditor. 

On the contrary, he may go into 
the Superior Court and have an in¬ 
junction issued restraining the sale 
of the property under such circum¬ 
stances. 

The injunction will be issued in 
every such case upon a sworn com¬ 
plaint being filed In the Superior 
Court stating the facts. This is the 
only way by which the debtor can 
protect himself against a proposed 
Unlawful and fraudulent sale.

(Decided by the Supreme 
Court of California in the case of 
Sacramento Bank vs. Alcorn, which 
decision is printed in Volume 121 of 
California Reports, pagv 379.) 

DEFICIENCY ON SALE 

Where a deficiency exists after a 
sale regularly made under a trust 
deed to secure a promissory note, 
the payee thereof, after having 
credited upon the note the amount 
received from the sale less the costs 
of sale, may maintain an action 
against the maker to recover the 
balance due upon the note. (De¬ 
cided by the Supreme Court of Cali¬ 
fornia in the case of Sacramento 
Bank vs. Copsey, which decision is 
printed In Volume 133, California 
Reports, page 664.)

Promissory Note Law 
in California Defined 


■ AVING 


Jhi of articles In The Examiner 
on mortgages and trust deeds, 
I now propose another series on 
promissory notes. 

This discussion will include not 
only promissory notes secured by 
mortage or trust deed, but also 
promissory notes used in 'ordinary 
business affairs and made with or 
Without security. 

The subject is of equal impor¬ 
tance with any of the other sub¬ 
jects upon which I have written for 
the readers of The Examiner. 

TWO KINDS OF NOTES 

There are two kinds of notes, a 
non-negotiable note and a nego¬ 
tiable note. 

Section 3244 of the Civil Code of 
California defines a promissory 
note to be “an instrument nego¬ 
tiable in form, whereby the signer 
promises to pay a specified sum of 
money." But, while it is defined 
a* an Instrument “negotiable in 
form," it may be not negotiable, 
and still be a promissory note. And 
the law of the state, as well as the 
rules of commercial business, 
recognizes two classes of promis¬ 
sory notes, negotiable and non- 
negotiable. 

A negotiable promissory note is 
an unconditional promise in writ¬ 
ing made by one person to another, 
signed by the maker, engaging to 
pay on demand, or at a fixed or 
determinable future time, a certain 
sum In money to order or to 
bearer. 

Where a note Is drawn to the 
maker’s own order it is not com¬ 
plete until indorsed by him. (Act 
of the Legislature of California, ap¬ 
proved May 3, 1923; In efrect July 
S. 1923.) 

WHO MAY BE PARTIES 

All persons capable of entering 
into a contract may be parties to a 
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completed my serles<j>he may make any other contract in 
the same manner as an adult, sub¬ 
ject to certain conditions. 

A person of unsound mind, en¬ 
tirely without understanding, as an 
idiot or lunatic, has no power to 
make a contract of any kind, but 
a contract may be made by a per¬ 
son of unsound mind who is not 
entirely without understanding; 
such a contract, however, being 
subject to be set aside In court. 

A person deprived of civil rights 
is not capable of making a contract 
while in that condition. 

A person is deprived of civil 
rights when he Is sentenced to im¬ 
prisonment in the State Prison for 
life, and his civil rights are sus¬ 
pended during the term when he la 
sentenced for a term less than life. 

NOTE OF MINOR 

A minor may make a primissory 
note at any time before he becomes 
of age. But, if he does make a 
promissory note while under the 
age of 18 years, he may disaffirm 
and repudiate it, either before he 
becomes of age or within a reason¬ 
able time afterwards, by giving 
notice that he disaffirms It. 

If he dies before becoming of age, 
his heirs or executors have a right 
to disaffirm and repudiate the note. 
No part of a note made by a minor 
under the age of 18 years can be 
collected, if he repudiates and dis¬ 
affirms it before he reaches his 
majority, or within a reasonable 
time afterwards. 

If a minor over 18 years of age 
makes a note, he may likewise re¬ 
pudiate and disaffirm it. before be¬ 
coming of age, or within a reason¬ 
able time afterwards, but he must 
restore the consideration to the 
party from whom it was received.

may enter into any legal contract 
except minors, persons of unsound 
mind and persons deprived of civil 
rights. 

A minor in California Is a male 
under the age of 21 years, or a 
female under the age of 18 years. 
A minor under the age of 18 can¬ 
not make a contract relating to real 
property, or relating to any per¬ 
sonal property not in his Im¬ 
mediate possession or control, but 
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may disaffirm and repudiate the 
contract in the manner before 
stated, but he must return to the 
lender the money he actually re¬ 
ceived. 

The reason of the distinction be¬ 
tween the contracts of minors under 
the age of IS and the contracts of 
minors over 18 years is this, that 
a minor under the age of 18 is pre¬ 
sumed to have arrived at an age 
ef judgment and discretion

Hollywood Land Samuel Sproat Says Speedy 

Schedules Aid California; 
Passenger Delay is Scored 


Highway Improvement Will 
Cost $3,753,945

The major traffic survey of Hol¬ 
lywood, known as the five-fingered 
project, involving approximately 
four miles of streets and an esti¬ 
mated cost pf $3,753,945, has been 
completed and condemnation-'pro¬ 
ceedings will be instituted at once, 
it is announced by F. W. Golds¬ 
worthy and ,T. R. Prince, assistant 
city engineers in charge of the 
survey. 

The project, when completed, 
will be of great benefit to the met¬ 
ropolitan area of Hollywood, which 
is bounded by Sunset Boulevard, 
Yucca street, Argyle and Wilcox 
avenues, according to Carl Bush, 
secretary of the Hollywood Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, sponsor of the 
project. 

The plan includes the widening 
of Cahuenga avenue to a width of 
ninety-four feet from its junction 
with Highland avenue to Yucca 
street. From Yucca street Ca¬ 
huenga will be widened ten feet 
to Hollywood Boulevard, giving it 
a width of eighty feet for that dis¬ 
tance. 

Yucca street, at present seventy 
feet wide, will be given a total 
width of eighty feet, under the 
plan, from Cahuenga avenue to 
Vine street. Argyle avenue, now 
eighty feet wide, will be given a 
width of ninety-four feet. Xvar 
street, from Yucca to Hollywood 
Boulevard, will be widened to a 
total of seventy-two feet. The 
present width is sixty feet and the 
added width will be taken from 
the west side of the street, as will 
the new width of Yucca street 
from Cahuenga to Vine street, 

The estimated cost includes also 
the cost of acquiring, improving, 
paving and the installation of sew¬ 
ers, Mr.. Goldsworthy explained. 
The plan, he declared, will afford 
an essential traffic relief solution. 


Freight service between Los An¬ 
geles and Chicago and other Mid¬ 
west points comes about as clqse 
to being perfect as it possibly can, 
and it is all out of proportion to 
passenger train schedules, accord¬ 
ing to Samuel Sproat, president of 
the Ward Heater Company, who 
recently returned from an eastern 
trip. 

"I found upon investigation that 
our furnaces reached Chicago 
twelve days after they left L»s 
Angeles, and that the average time 
for consignments was twelve to fif¬ 
teen days,” Mr. Sproat declared. 
"It takes only eight days to get a 
shipment of our product to Kan¬ 
sas City, three days to San Fran¬ 
cisco and five to six days to Port¬ 
land, Or. This speedy service is 
a great asset to California manu¬ 
facturers, and it is unfortunate 
that railroads are purposely lag¬ 
ging behind on the passenger serv¬ 
ice. 

"It does not cost any more to 
pull a train 100 miles, no matter 
how much time is taken. Train¬ 
men are paid by the mile. Is it 
any wonder that rail officials pro¬ 
vide slow schedules between Cali¬ 
fornia and Chicago jn order to pick 
up the extra revenue in dining-car 
and pullman service? These same 
rail officials would stretch the New 
York-Chicago schedule another 
night if it could possibly be done. 
Inasmuch as there is nothing to be 
gained by slow schedules on that 
trip, the service is speeded. 

"It is time that some construc¬ 
tive action was taken in Califor¬ 
nia to reduce the running time to 
the Midwest."

Pacific Coast States Urged 
to Watch Proposed Changes 
and Protect Their Interests 


“Country wide agitation concern¬ 
ing taxation, national and state, re¬ 
cently precipitated, forces upon real 
estate men and realty boards a re¬ 
sponsibility that should be recog¬ 
nized promptly. New plans pro¬ 
posed, involving radical changes in 
state methods of taxation, must be 
analyzed and the interests of land- 
owners protected,” according to 
Frank Ryan, Pacific Coast director 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

"City real estate and farm lands 
already bear too great a share of 
the burden of taxation, and many 
proposals, which if adopted would 
add to this burden, certainly can¬ 
not meet with the approval of 
realty boards, especially in the Pa¬ 
cific Coast states, where many lO' 
cal conditions and problems are 
found which differ in many respects 
from the conditions and problems 
governing in the older states. Land- 
owners and agents have been apath¬ 
etic or indifferent too long and have 
not watched carefully the many leg¬ 
islative experiments indulged in, or 
used their influence systematically 
to hold down unwise legislation, ex¬ 
travagant bond issues and exorbi¬ 
tant tax levies. 

8TUDY NECESSARY 

“Our national association has 
made taxation a special feature of 
its discussions at recent conventions 
and resolutions adopted have put 
the association on record in favor of 
economy and improved methods of 
taxation. However, such resolutions, 
unless very carefully considered, 
may become too general in their 
scope and the variation in existing 
., systems of taxation in tt different 
states must be recognized before 
any hard and fast plans providing 
for modifications or radical changes 
can be safely supported. 

"The organization of tax commis¬ 
sions to study the conditions in dif¬ 
ferent states has been recommend¬ 
ed and such action should be fol¬ 
lowed promptly by real estate 
boards generally. 

"Action should be taken to discov¬ 
er the points of difference in the 
systems of taxation in force now, 
in order that our national associ¬ 
ation in its conclusions hereafter 
may not defeat the best interests of 
its member boards by attempting 
to secure uniform methods and 
regulations which may not fit local 
conditions in the different states. 

SUFFER FROM HANDICAP 
"Especially is this Important now 
In the Pacifio Coast and intermoun- 
taln states, because of the handicap 
from which these states suffer, by 
reason of great areas of United 
States public lands still remaining, 
and, because, too, of the reclama¬ 
tion development projects under 
way or proposed, as well as the 
changes pending concerning future 
legislation affecting the national 
forests and national parks. 

“The United States Senate com¬ 
mittee on public lands has been en¬ 
gaged for several months holding 
hearings in the public land states. 
This committee is investigating the 
management of national forests and 
proposals for improved methods of 
handling the great grazing districts 
now rapidly deteriorating because 
of the lack of proper law's and regu¬ 
lations. 

"It is up to us as real estate men, 
and guardians to a certain extent, 
of the interests of landowners, to 
inform our Eastern real estate 
brethren of the fa.cts concerning 
United States highway appropri¬ 
ations; to tell them, too, of the de¬ 
velopment and taxation problems in 
our Pacific Coast and intermoun¬ 
tains states, in order that this in¬ 
fluence may be secured In assisting 
Western Senators and Congressmen 
to secure proper legislation at 
Washington.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—The estab¬ 
lishment of special courts to settle 
commercial and industrial disputes 
is being urged by Judge John P. 
McGoorty of the Criminal Court in 
Chicago, as the result of a study 
'of judicial practices^ In England 
and France. 

Judge McGoorty would also 
speed up the selection of juries. 
He spent two months in Europe 
and it was In England that the 
work of women on juries and the 
quick selection of juries were most 
impressive, he said. 

”1 never attended a trial in Lon¬ 
don where fewer than three wom¬ 


en sat on the jury,” he said. "And 
the women questioned witnesses to 
uncover evidence that had not 
been brought out clearly and care¬ 
fully watched all developments of 
the trial. 

“The questioning of witnesses by 
the jury, customary in London, 
was in itself a revelation. It struck 
me as a useful aid to clarity in 
trials.” 

He said he saw juries in London 
selected within five minutes.

trowel about 15,000 square feet of 
floor in two hours.

Councilman Allan Appeals to 
Public Works and Points 
Out ‘Deplorable Conditions’

Councilman Robert M. Allan yes¬ 
terday appealed to the Board Of 
Public Works to relieve the exist¬ 
ing “deplorable condition,” due to 
the cutting of new pavements by 
public utilities companies In Los An¬ 
geles. 

In his forma! communication to 
the board, Mr. Allan points out that 
the matter was referred to the 
board on April 28, but no legislative 
plan has been recommended by the 
board. Councilman Allan said:. 

“This situation is becoming 
more serious every day. First 
street, between Rampart and 
Vermont avenue, is a notable 
example! particularly First 
street between Virgil and Ver¬

Valley Assessment District to 
Aggregate Less Than $100 an 
Acre, Committee Report Says 


Surveys conducted by the rapid 
transit committee of the Greater 
San Fernando Valley Association to 
expedite construction of the valley’s 
system reveals that actual cost of 
construction will aggregate less than 
1100 per aere in an assessment dis¬ 
trict established one mile on each 
elde of the right-of-way. 

In the construction cost report 
submitted to the association by 
Robert L. Hanley, chairman of the 
committee, and W. L. Shaffer, asso¬ 
ciation engineer, It is pointed out 
that the assessment district is an 
arbitrary one selected for the pur¬ 
pose of arriving at an approximate 
Individual cost of constructing the 

Is revealed In the report when 
the actual assessment district has 
been established the average acre 
cost will be reduced materially. 

The survey of the valley line, 
which places all points In the val¬ 
ley practically thirty minutes near¬ 
er Los Angeles financial center, as 
Shown in the Kelker-Deleuw re¬ 
port, estimates construction of the 
entire valley system at $4,6 1 8,000. 
Any change in type of construction, 
from elevated to tubes or open cut 
along Glendale boulevard will not 
materially affect the cost of con¬ 
struction to valley property owners. 

Comparison of cost construction 
With increased values to be derived 
by virtue of Installation of the sys¬ 
tem, Mr. Hanley said, will cause 
valley property owners to vote 
overwhelmingly In favor of the nec¬ 
essary bond issue. The report shows 
communities in other sections of 
the nation similar to that of San 
Fernando Valley have increased 
from three to ten times In assessed 
valuation by rapid transit construc¬ 
tion.

According to E. E. Kauffman, ag¬ 
ricultural expert, in many particu¬ 
lars the season which is drawing 
to a close has been one of the most 
satisfactory that has been experi¬ 
enced in California in several years 
Here is the gist of Kauffman’s sur¬ 
vey of several of the most important 
vegetable crops: 

Indian corn —Final production . 
2,599.000 bushels, a gain of 2-15,000 ' 
over the previous year. 


Dice—Indications are that this 
crop will total 2,712,000 sacks, a 
gain of 688,000 sacks over 1924. 

Grain sorghum — This crop is 
about 94 per cent normal, and 
should produee approximately 87,- 
100 tons. 

Beans The lima bean harvest 
will total about 1,561,000 bushels, 
while other field beans will approxi¬ 
mate l,i 69,000, both of these crops 
showing a decided gain over last 
year. 


Potatoes — Field conditions have 
continued favorable and indications 
point to a crop of 7,915,000 bushels. 

S" ee t potatoes—The forecast for 
this crop is 1,004,000 bushels, which 
is 331,000 bushels more than last 
year’s crop, it might be mentioned 
that the sweat potato crop through- 
out United States has declined 
from 85,340,000 bushels to 74,337,- 
000, the forecast made on Oct. 1. 

Cotton—Indications are that this 
crop will yield 114,000 bales; it 


should, however, be borne in mind 
that the final outcome depends 
laigely on climatic conditions dur¬ 
ing November. 

Sugar beets—It seems that this 
crop will total 490,000 tons, which 
is slightly less than that of former 
years. It might be added, however, 
that the sugar content of the beets 
is above normal. 

Hops Indications point to a crop, 
of approximately 7,992,000 pounds. I

Glass Eyes Difficult to Detect 
It was in the city of Venice that 
the first glass eyes are thought to 
have been made and sold. In 1580 
a Florentine jeweler painted glass 
balls with enamel, then covered 
them with a thin sheet of polished 
lead to prevent irritation to the 
eye and fading of the colors. Later, 
enameled gold was tried, but 
proved too heavy to be held in the 
eye socket. Representations of the 
iris painted on pieces of thin leath¬ 
er were next tried, the patches be¬ 
ing held in place by velvet-covered 
wires fitting over the ears. It was 
not until the eighteenth century 
that the perfectly shaped and col¬ 
ored glass eye made its appearance. 
This has gradually been improved 
upon until now it has the color, 
contour,, brilliancy and almost the 
expression of the natural orb and 
defies detection on the one out of 
every 300 persons in this country 
said to be wearing an artificial eye.

‘The trend of business in the Pa¬ 
cific-Southwest territory during 
October has been gratifying, and 
justifies the expectation of a def¬ 
inite seasonal increase in the vol¬ 
ume of trade for the last quarte.

“An important factor in the fall 
business expansion has been crop 
payments.

Moisture and low temperatures 
during the forepart of the month 
retarded the drying of late fruits, 
threshing of beans and development 
of cotton, but was favorable to 
orchards, truck crops and pastures.

“Marketing of a profitable citrus 
crop is completed and harvesting of 
new crop fruit has begun in the 
San Joaquin valley. The citrus 
markets remain very strong. Pre¬ 
liminary estimates indicate a 
canned deciduous fruit pack in 
Southern California substantially 
larger than either of the past two 
years, but less than the big pack of 
1922.

Inglewood Plans 
Huge Bond Issue 

Inglewood city trustees by unani¬ 
mous vote have authorized a bond 
election for $640,000. The date for 
the election will be set at the next 
meeting.of the board. 

The decision of the board Is the 
culmination of months of endeavor 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
Its bond issue committee headed 
by Col. Thomas H. Jennings, a mem¬ 
ber of the city planning commission. 

It will provide funds for financing 
many important street and other 
Improvements that will provide ade¬ 
quate facilities for the city s 
growth as a traffic distribution 
center. 

The bond, issue is divided as fol¬ 
lows: $250,000 for a main trunk 

line sewer to connect with the 
joint outfall of Countv Sanitation 
District No. 5; $65,00* water de¬ 
partment extensions and Improve¬ 
ments; $50,000, parks and park Im¬ 
provements, and $275,000, widening, 
straightening and paving Redondo 
boulevard from the Los Angeles 
city limits into the Inglewood busi¬ 
ness district. 

As pointed out by Hugh R. Pome¬ 
roy, secretary of the County Re¬ 
gional Planning Commission, at a

EL CENTRO, Nov. 12 .—Directors 
of the Imperial Irrigation District, 
In session today, spent most of the 
time discussing a plan of campaign 
to bring about action at the present 
term of Congress for the Swing- 
Johnson bill.

est his outlay, will effectively pre¬ 
vent him as well as all his neigh¬ 
bors from constructing anything 
bordering on a freak or an eyesore 
that would mar the merit of the de¬ 
velopment as a whole. An art jury, 
with broad powers and reimbursed 
from an endowment fund of $300,- 
000, must approve the design of 
every house, fence, street sign and 
everything else that residents must 
look at. Thus the possibility of 
discordant notes is absolutely elim¬ 
inated. 

Blanket building requirements, 
however, are not in effect. Various 
districts of the big community have 
graduated restrictions, enabling 
families in widely different circum¬ 
stances to build houses and live 
among neighbors in their own 
sphere. In other words, the modest 
home, as well as the palatial man¬ 
sion, has a place at Palos Verdes, 
but the two will not rub elbows, 

COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS 
Each of the four principal town- 
sites or areas has a restricted allot¬ 
ment of land set aside for commer¬ 
cial enterprises, hotels, apartments, 
etc., but an overdose of either will 
not be permitted. Proper provision 
also has been made for schools, 
churches and theaters—everything, 
in fact, that has a proper place in 
a well-planned, self-contained com¬ 
munity. In addition, approximately 
700 acres have been devoted to nat¬ 
ural beautification. Broad park¬ 
ings between parallel boulevards 
will be planted and hill slopes will 
be landscaped and made bright with 
flowering shrubs, this phase of the 
project alone entailing an outlay of 
$650,000. For tile whole improve¬ 
ment program the sponsors of Palos 
Verdes Estates contemplate the ex¬ 
penditure of $8,500,000, nearly half 
of which already has been paid out 
These figures alone identify the un¬ 
dertaking with the greatest resi¬ 
dential developments in this part of 
the United States.

HELD UNSHAKEN 


Webb Declares Enforcement 
Will Continue 


Civil Suit to Attack Action in 
Imperial County 


Criminal Case Ruling to be 
Reversed , He States 


tEXCLUBITB DISPATCH! 

SaSK FRANCISCO, Deo. T.— 
The alien land law will continue 
te be enforced throughout Cali¬ 
fornia, Atty.-Gen. Weftth announced 
today. In spite of a decision In 
a criminal case In Imperial coun¬ 
ty fn which the court held that 
official records showing that the 
defendant had been admitted to 
the United States as an Immigrant 
from Japan did not constitute ad¬ 
missible evidence and was not suf¬ 
ficient to show that the defendant 
was born in Japan. 

This point arose In a criminal 
oase, from which there can be no 
appeal, because a defendant, once 
freed, cannot bo rearres'ted for 
the same offense, but Atty.-Gen. 
Webb believes that the same point 
will arise In a civil case and that 
the ruling will be speedily re¬ 
versed, if not in the trial court, 
then in the Appellate or Supreme 
Court. 

“The decision of the trial court 
In the Imperial county case need 
give no alarm,” says Webb, “nor 
does It present any new danger 
that California lands will Tfe peo¬ 
pled by aliens Ineligible to citi¬ 
zenship. It is Vut another Instance 
where the decision of a trial Judge 
requires correction, and that cor¬ 
rection In orderly processes will 
be made. There have been a score 
of decisions rendered by State and 
Federal courts upholding In every 
particular the constitutionality of 
the alien land law. 

“The Imperial county decision 
will In no manner affect the en¬ 
forcement of the law elsewhere 
than in Imperial county, and the 
effect cf the decision in that coun¬ 
ty will he but temporary'.” 

U. S. Atty. Hatfield today also 
Issued . a statement criticising the 
action of an Imperial county trlrf 
court. 

CONSCIENCE 
LEADS WAY 
INTO PRISON 


Former Gridiron Star, 
Lang Missing, Arrested 
Due to Inquiry on Family 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Had not 
John MeCrohan’s conscience trou¬ 
bled him he would not now be 
occupying a cell in the Tombs 
Prison. Nor would bo he awaiting 
extradition to Mercer county, N. J., 
to face charges of desertion and 
nonsupport. 

Four years ago McCrohan, who 
In 19 0 9 and 3 910 starred as fullbaok 
on the Princeton College team, hid 
his wife Grace and four children 
good-by. I-Ie had not been successful 
business. When he left his family 
he said ho wa,s coming to New 
York to make good. But somehow 
he failed to fulfill that promise. 

Yesterday his wife in her home 
in Princeton said he was a victim 
of drink and bad company. They 
had many disagreements. Also, 
she said, he had promised to 
change his habits and settle down. 
Months went by after he left her 
In 1921. without a word from him. 
He had promised to send for her 
and the. children when ho got on 
his feet, but. after two years Mrs. 
McCrohan's patience was exhaust¬ 
ed. She told her; story _ tp the 
county grand Jury. In November. 
1924, It returned an indictment 
changing him with desertion and 
nonsupport, hut efforts to locate 
him were futile. 

Recently, however. McCrohan 
wrote an Inquiring letter to his 
eldest son Dowd, 14 years of age. 
He directed the reply be sent to 
the general-delivery department of 
the Manhattan postoffice. When 
McCrohan, in rags, shuffled up to 
the general-delivery window police 
arrested him. 

Arraigned before Magistrate 
Norris he declared he was a fail¬ 
ure. “I haven’t a leg to stand on,” 
he §aid. 

Mrs. McCrohan last night de¬ 
clared there could be no recon¬ 
ciliation. 

TUBERCULOSIS BODY 
SHOWS GREAT GAINS 

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—The Tuber¬ 
culosis Society of St. Louis has 
made greater financial gains than 
any other similar society in the 
United States, it is disclosed in-the 
report of the local society for the 
last fiscal year. Last year 132,890 
persons, firms and corporations 
gave financial support to the 
Tuberculosis Society, exclusive of 
thousands of school children who 
bought Christmas seals. Only 
eleven people, firms or corpora¬ 
tions gave $100 or more last year, 
and only one person more than 
$100. Less than fifty people gave 
$25 or more. The greatest num¬ 
ber of givers were in the list 
ranging from $2 to $5 contribu¬ 
tions.

Dancing All Right With Proper 
Supervision; ‘Vamp’ Offers 
Hardest High School Puzzle 


"Danger to the youth of today 
lies, not in dancing, but in imitat¬ 
ing too closely the late hours and 
social customs of their elders, or in 
running to dances in questionable 
resorts.” 

This was tse message brought 
yesterday by Dean Katherine Rog¬ 
ers Adams, Mills College, to teach¬ 
ers and social service workers at¬ 
tending the closing session of the 
Los Angeles Teachers’ Institute. 

"The high school of today,” Dean 
Adams declared, “is a socializing, 
as well as an organizing agency. To¬ 
day teachers and parents cope with 
the problems of the telephone, the 
automobile, restaurant and cafe life, 
motion pictures and the public 
dance. They should supply the 
chaperoned school dance. A ban¬ 
quet, a bazaar, any sort of an en¬ 
tertainment seems naturally to sug¬ 
gest to young people of high school 
age, ‘let's dance.’ 

LET THEM DANCE 

"Let the young people dance," 
Dean Adams continued. / “It is bet¬ 
ter for them to dance in school 
dances, with parents, teachers and 
friends about them, than to dance 
in dance halls of some outlying dis¬ 
trict without supervision or guid¬ 
ance.” 

Four types of girls, according to 
Dean Adams, present the high 
school girl problem. 

“There is the too-sophisticated 
girl with her make-up, her inap¬ 
propriate clothes, her slang that is 
a', nost vulgar, her penchant' for 
questionable stories, in short, the 
school ‘yamp.’ Frequently she is the 
greatest problenA when all that is 
needed is to direct her activity and 
her unguided initiative into thd 
proper channels. 

“Then there is the unsocial girl, 
often anaemic, indifferent to social 
life, emotionally slow, indifferent to 
opportunities, who may become de¬ 
linquent. 

PROBLEM OF POOR GIRL 

“Then there is the girl who is 
merely poor; where the only prob¬ 
lem is a material one to help develop 
the possible qualities for leadership 
in school affairs. 

“The fourth type is the discon¬ 
tented girl, often highly nervous, 
who needs friendly and sympathetic 
understanding from her teachers, to 
help her in' adjusting herself to 
school conditions.” 

Benjamin Ward Hill, speaking 
before an assembly of teachers at 
the Bible Institute, said he favored 
dancing for high school students, 
but urged the bringing back of the 
old, stately dances, and deplored 
tendencies such as those shown in 
the modern "Charleston.” 

"Youth is in danger,” he asserted.

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ArgumeViJa ^ Be Completed 
Today; Defense Insanity Plea 
Challenged by Prosecutor 

BY MARJORIE DRISCOLL 

Life or death for Iceland T. Hard¬ 
er will rest tonight with the de¬ 
cision of a jury. 

Arguments beginning late yester¬ 
day afternoon will be completed to¬ 
day and Judge Arthur Keetch will 
give his Instructions. The case will 
probably be in the jury’s hands be¬ 
fore night. 

Six men and six women will de¬ 
cide whether or not Harder was 
temporarily insane when he shot J. 
>Wv Suther and whether or not he 
shot in self-defense. 

Opening the arguments for the 
state Deputy District Attorney 
Fricke first challenged the Insanity 
plea. 

NERVOUS, NOT INSANE 

“Undoubtedly Harder was nerv¬ 
ous and excited when he learned of 
his wife's unfaithfulness. No man 
would be otherwise. But he was 
not insane. 

"He did not appear so insane that 
his . wife feared to go with him on 
that Monday morning to Vernon 
and to take her children. No one 
of the people he talked to that night 
and. morning apparently thought 
him insane except two persons who 
are naturally prejudiced in this 
case, his wife and his brother-in- 
law.” 

The shooting took place deliber¬ 
ately and not in self-defense, de¬ 
clared Mr. Fricke. 

“Harder has testified that Suther 
started for him," he said. “The 
truth is that Suther did go for 
Harder to protect himself against 
the gun that Harder had drawn.”

Suit to determine in state courts 
the exact status of a wife’s rights 
unde rthe community property law 
was begun yesterday when Ida May 
Adams, woman attorney, filed a 
tets case in the County Superior 
Court for Mrs. Frances Dee Stew¬ 
art against her husband, Ernest A. 
Stewart. 

Miss Adams stated the recent de¬ 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court, in which the holders of com¬ 
munity property were denied, the 
right to file separate income tax 
exemptions, had thrown into con¬ 
fusion the community property laws 
of the state. 

Miss Adams’ petition for her cli¬ 
ent requested that “any adverse 
claims by the- defendant be ad¬ 
judged by the court decree,” and 
that “the court decree and adjudge 
her the owner of an undivided half” 
of certain property named in the 
suit, for the purpose of the test 
case. 

"The Supreme Court decision in 
the income tax matter has virtually 
cast a cloud on every woman’s com¬ 
munity property rights in Califor¬ 
nia,” Miss Adams said.

LUMBER MART i Industrial Activity Continues Unabated 
MORE ACTIVE 


Orders Are 95 Per Cent of 
Mills’ Output 


Demand on West Coast More 
Than Weeks Cut

Heavier Buying Expected to 
Begin Early 

The lumber market shows great¬ 
er activity than is normal for this 
season, when holiday influences 
take the edge off buying and in¬ 
ventories engage the attention of 
the mills and all distributors. Or¬ 
ders booked by 464 of the prin¬ 
cipal softwood mills during the 
week ended December 19 amount-, 
ed to 95 per cent of their produc¬ 
tion Of the total number of mills. 
329 having a normal production 
figure showed their output for the 
week to be 4 per cent above nor¬ 
mal. so that the sales record was 

K °According to reports reaching the 
American Lumberman, Chicago, 
heavier buying may be expected to 
begin very early in the new- year, 
many manufacturing consumers 
and retailers planning to add to 
their holdings. 

The southern pine mills during 
November had their stocks re¬ 
duced 3.76 per cent and Decem¬ 
ber 1 these were only 91.31 per 
cent of normal. Both orders and 
shipments of the pine mills during 
the year to date have fully equaled 
their production. Output made 
some gain recently, and for the 
week ended December 18, orders 
were 8.94 per cent below it, un¬ 
doubtedly’ because of a holding 
back of orders over the year-end. 
Many offers of orders for shipment 
after the 1st inst., have, in fact, 
met with refusal, as the general ex¬ 
pectation is that prices will make 

advances. ^ . 

Pr. duction at the west coast 
mills was about one-fourth less 
than normal during the week end¬ 
ed December 19, and demand ran 
to 2 per cent over the cut. For 
the four weeks ended on the same 
date, demand was 12 per cent above 
the cut, and shipments 1 per cent 
above it, so that there has been 
no accumulation, the record show¬ 
ing that during the first fifty-one 
weeks of this year the Coast mills 
shipned 8 per cent more than they 
produced. They will enter the 
new year in a strong statistical po¬ 
sition, and are refusing to book 
ahead at present prices in view of 
indications of a heavy spring de¬ 
mand. , 

Southern hardwood production 
gained to 78 per cent of normal 
during the week ended December 
19 but both shipments and orders 
were about 22 per cent above the 
cut Stocks therefore have been 
further depleted, while unfilled or¬ 
der files remain heavy, so prices 
retain their strength. Stocks of the 
northern hardwoods have been 
showing steady reduction, and the 
'large consumers have been keeping 
their holdings extremely 1 o w. 
Prices on northern woods are very 
firm, and it is believed that spring 
buying will result in general ad- 
vances._

GIRARD TO FETE GLENDALE PARK 

HOMES TO BE 


On Feb. 1 the town of Girard will 
celebrate its third birthday. 

When the first shovel of earth for 
the new town in the heart of the 
San Fernando valley was turned, 
Feb. 1, 1923, skeptics predicted 

failure for the project. 

Victor Girard and his associates 
only laughed at the adverse predic¬ 
tions and started their program of 
putting millions of dollars into the 
enterprise. 

HUGE SUM SPENT 

Since its establishment three 
years ago more than $5,000,000 has 
been expended for physical improve¬ 
ments and future budgets guarantee 
the influx of additional millions, it 
is declared. 

"The town of Girard is on the map 
to stay,” said Mr. Girard today. "It 
is a venture of men with vision and 
Capital and its success and claim tp 
present and future stability cannot 
be denied even by critical observers. 

“The best way to judge any city, 
town or community is by its civic 
betterments. 

“The town of Girard could not ask 
for a better angle of analysis, for as 
a three-year-old community it holds 
the record in physical improve¬ 
ments. 

"Since its creation the construc¬ 
tion of streets and hihgways has 
been one of the major items of 
development. 

“At present, this town, though still 
in its infancy, boasts approximately 
48 miles of wide, beautiful thor¬

"Other engineering records show 
that 13 miles of water mains are 
already laid and funds have been 
provided and pipe ordered for an 
additional 27 miles. 

"Foundations for future civic 
beauty has been guaranteed with 
the planting of over 25,500 beauti¬ 
ful trees. In addition to those al¬ 
ready set in place, 50,000 additional 
trees are now being propagated in 
the nursery. 

"These represent the basic neces¬ 
sities for any community, but the 
town of Girard has gone further 
and has developed a recreation and 
playground center second to none. 

"This is evidenced by a huge coun¬ 
try club, beautiful 18-hole golf 
course, swimming pool, bridle paths 
and many other recreational facili¬ 
ties.” 


Feeling that all homes erected in 
Glendale Park Manor should be in 
keeping with the beauty of the loca¬ 
tion, the W. W. Rainey organiza¬ 
tion, owners and subdividers of this 
tract, have wirely placed certain 
building restrictions upon prospec¬ 
tive property owners.

Progress .made by Los Angeles in 
building Industrially has been re¬ 
markable In the last few years, is 
the opinion of O. T. Henkle, general 
manager of the Chicago Union 
Stockyards and the Transit Com¬ 
pany of Chicago, who is in this city 
on a brief business and pleasure 
trip.

Ease of accessibility without traf¬ 
fic Jams is important. Chicago 
manufacturers moved away from 
the loop when the traffic situation 
confronted them. 

"The Los Angeles Junction Rail¬ 
way is active, and it has a great 
Work ahead of it,” added Mr. Hen- 
Jde. If we had not the men to lay 
the railroad to California we would 
have no California. 

‘T hope the time will not be long 
In coming when all railways com¬ 
ing Into Los Angeles will connect 
With the junction railway. 

"Florida has progressed In the 
last, two years In spots, but inas¬ 
much as a large percentage of.the 
elate is laid out for speculation it 
cannot advance safely a.nd rapidly. 
Florida has no industry and no 
Justification for it. 

PLANT IMPRESSES 

*T am Impressed with the cold 
gtorage plant of the Federal Cold 
Storage Company, a subsidiary of 
the Federal Refrigerating Company 
Of Chicago. It is a credit to Los 
Angeles and Southern California. 

"The stockyards are performing a 
teal function. Your methods of 
trucking livetsock to the yards Is a 
teal factor of growth. Remember, 
that while only 50 to 60 per cent of 
the business handled may come in 
by truck, this comprises business 
fcent by many small stockraisers. 
Which is Just as much a function of 
the yards as ‘sewing' the larger pro¬ 
duction." 

Mr. Henkle added that California 
possessed a real foundation, one 
that is both firm and solid.

THIRTY THEFTS 


'Asserted “Limping Burglar' 1 ' 
Falls Into Law's Hands 


Long String of Mysterious 
Crimes Baffled Police 


Officers Uncover More Than 
$40,000 in Plunder 


Baffled for seven weeks by 
dozens of mysterious burglaries 
tn which a huge footprint and the 
mark of a peg-leg beside It were 
the only clews, officers of Los An¬ 
geles, Riverside and Orange coun¬ 
ties yesterday declared they had 
at last captured the "limping bur¬ 
glar of Southern California.” 
James Wilton, who- has a wooden 
leg and who wears on his one good 
foot a shoe fourteen Inches in 
length. Is said to have confessed 
to thirty burglaries since Novem¬ 
ber 24. last, and to have aided 
officers to recover more than $40,- 
000 worth of stolen jewelry and 
household goods. 

Wilton's arrest last Friday on 
gusplclon and his asserted con¬ 
fession yesterday climaxes what 
Capt. Townsend of the Sheriff's of¬ 
fice described as "one of the most 
femarkable series of burglaries by 
one man ever uncovered In South¬ 
ern California.” 

AOTTVITTES AMAZE 

Officers assert that Wilton, de- 
ttpite his physioal handicap and 
ithe fact that he worked alone, 
plundered homes In Los Angeles, 
.Riverside, Santa Ana, San Bernar¬ 
dino and the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley with a speed that was as amaz- 
sag as It was perplexing to a dozen 
■detectives and deputy sheriffs 
Seeking him. 

Time and again late last Novem- 
jber offloera Investigating reported 
burglaries stumbled on the one 
tone clew-—the huge footprint and 
ahe mark of a wooden leg. A 
*® w , weeks ago Police Detective 
ixlrkpatrlck of Long Beach learned 
on# - ! «Sged man had been 
Jcaahlng in ’ household goods at 
* Long Beach pawnshop. But 
the man never returned, and the 
Vain chase continued while the 
”“ r fj* rles multiplied with startling 
rapidity. Then two Los Angeles 
police officers ran blindly Into Wil- 
* lQ cal pawnshop, and ar¬ 
rested him on suspicion. 

STJSFEOT GRILLED 

The arrest was reported to Capt. 
SPownsend and Sheriff Jernigan, 
cf Orange county. They questioned 
Wilton ftnd compared his one foot¬ 
print and the mark of his wooden 
leg with prints measured at the 
foenes of various burglaries by 
Deputy Sheriffs Brooks and West. 
But Wilton would admit nothing 
until two days ago, when, accord¬ 
ing to Capt. Townsend, he made a 
complete confession. During the 
past forty-eight hours he Is said 
to have led officers to half a dozen 
hiding places and as many pawn¬ 
shops, and to have uncovered 
thousands of dollars’ worth of stol¬ 
en articles. He has confessed, It 
Is reported, to twenty burglaries 
In Orangs county alone, many In 
Riverside county and at least two 
in Los Angeles. 

. Wilton, according to Capt. Town¬ 
send, took members of the Sher¬ 
iff’s office to San Bernardino where 
fee produced a trunk with $2000 
worth of Jewelry In it; swung back 
to an Oakley-avenue address In 
Riverside where a four-room bun¬ 
galow and garage Is said to have 
revealed furs, rugs, radios, phono¬ 
graphs and two stolen automobiles 
Valued at a total of more than 
$8000; then led his captors into 
the San Fernando Valley where 
more loot was recovered and Anal¬ 
ly ended the expedition by naming 
pawnshops where, It Is charged, he 
had pawned thousands of dollars’ 
worth of household articles. 

Wilton, who is only 24 years of 
*ge, came to Los Angeles only two 
months ago and la said to have had 
g. clean record prior to his sudden 
“burglary frenzy."

'Asserted “Limping Burglar' 1 ' 
Falls Into Law's Hands 


Long String of Mysterious 
Crimes Baffled Police 


Officers Uncover More Than 
$40,000 in Plunder 


Baffled for seven weeks by 
dozens of mysterious burglaries 
tn which a huge footprint and the 
mark of a peg-leg beside It were 
the only clews, officers of Los An¬ 
geles, Riverside and Orange coun¬ 
ties yesterday declared they had 
at last captured the "limping bur¬ 
glar of Southern California.” 
James Wilton, who- has a wooden 
leg and who wears on his one good 
foot a shoe fourteen Inches in 
length. Is said to have confessed 
to thirty burglaries since Novem¬ 
ber 24. last, and to have aided 
officers to recover more than $40,- 
000 worth of stolen jewelry and 
household goods. 

Wilton's arrest last Friday on 
gusplclon and his asserted con¬ 
fession yesterday climaxes what 
Capt. Townsend of the Sheriff's of¬ 
fice described as "one of the most 
femarkable series of burglaries by 
one man ever uncovered In South¬ 
ern California.” 

AOTTVITTES AMAZE 

Officers assert that Wilton, de- 
ttpite his physioal handicap and 
ithe fact that he worked alone, 
plundered homes In Los Angeles, 
.Riverside, Santa Ana, San Bernar¬ 
dino and the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley with a speed that was as amaz- 
sag as It was perplexing to a dozen 
■detectives and deputy sheriffs 
Seeking him.

The arrest was reported to Capt. 
SPownsend and Sheriff Jernigan, 
cf Orange county. They questioned 
Wilton ftnd compared his one foot¬ 
print and the mark of his wooden 
leg with prints measured at the 
foenes of various burglaries by 
Deputy Sheriffs Brooks and West. 
But Wilton would admit nothing 
until two days ago, when, accord¬ 
ing to Capt. Townsend, he made a 
complete confession. During the 
past forty-eight hours he Is said 
to have led officers to half a dozen 
hiding places and as many pawn¬ 
shops, and to have uncovered 
thousands of dollars’ worth of stol¬ 
en articles. He has confessed, It 
Is reported, to twenty burglaries 
In Orangs county alone, many In 
Riverside county and at least two 
in Los Angeles. 

. Wilton, according to Capt. Town¬ 
send, took members of the Sher¬ 
iff’s office to San Bernardino where 
fee produced a trunk with $2000 
worth of Jewelry In it; swung back 
to an Oakley-avenue address In

Gray said the 
wedding had been postponed on 
account of his health, and that 
in the meantime Mrs. Sudduth be¬ 
gan keeping company with an¬ 
other man. When he protested, 
the answer continued, she in¬ 
formed him she preferred the oth¬ 
er man. Gray said, he knew noth¬ 
ing of' the engagement being bro¬ 
ken until he was approached by 
Mrs. Sudduth’s attorney with a 
proposition for a settlement. 

The case has been assigned for 
trial before Judge ILardy next 
June.

Scenarist Says Scenery Not 
Enough in Picture 


Advises Plot Study to See If 
it Has Action 


Contestants Warned to be Up 
on All Rules

Be Mille 

Give me one real situation and 
I’ll trade you all the glorious sun¬ 
sets and the most beautiful scenic 
views in the world. I made this 
statement several years ago, at the 
time of the previous Times-De 
Mille photoplay letter contest, and 
I want to repeat it now that thou¬ 
sands of letters are pouring in for 
the present contest. 

I will see none of the letters 
until the final awards are made, 
and then only the prize-winners, 
but I am told that out of 1000 en¬ 
tries in the contest comparatively 
few of thG writers realizes that it 
takes more than a beautiful sunset 
bo make a picture—it takes, drama 
and struggle between characters. 

When you send your idea to The 
Times-De Mille Contest Editor, 
care of The Times, ask yourself 
these questions: “Is there strong 
conflict and is the action simple, 
direct, human and easily under¬ 
stood?” and “Do my characters 
really live, or are they stiff and 
unreal ?” 

THINK TV ACTION TERMS 

My experience in reading the 
product of amateur writers is that 
too many of them think in terms 
of “still’’ rather than motion pic¬ 
tures. They conceive one beautiful 
situation, but fail to realize that a 
pretty scene is useless unless it ac¬ 
tually aitis in <he movement of 
your main characters. 

The pictorial qualities of a pho¬ 
toplay will always, be important, 
but what people want to see most 
is what happens to the hero or 
heroine and the characters con¬ 
cerned with their adventures. It 
is the reaction between humans 
that draw's audiences into a thea¬ 
ter. although, of course, a proper 
scenic setting is indispensable. 

I would advisel contestants to 
think carefully before submitting 
their ideas and consider whether 
they have. centered enough on 
drama and action, or w'hether their 
sole concern has been with some 
visual impression indelibly 
stamped on their minds. 

The winner, of . this contest, in 
order to achieve the first prize of 
$1000, must have something more 
than a sunset in his or her idea. 
There must be the sort of action 
that the writer would want in his 
or her entertainment. 

If it has that quality write it in 
less than 200 words and send it 
to the Times-I>e Mille Contest Edi¬ 
tor, Dos Angeles Times, before the 
27th inst.

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TELLS OF WONDER S NEAR 

London Scientist in City Club Talk Asserts World at 
Threshold of Revolutionary Discoveries 

Predicting the day when science will turn common clay into 
precious metals, harness the electron for the production of unlimited 
power, and render transportation of commodities unnecessary by the 
trans-substantiation of apparently lifeless elements into ftod products, 
Joseph McCabe of Dondon, in an address to the City Club yesterday, de¬ 
clared that H. G. Wells is mistaken in saying that man has reached 
the apex of discoveries in the realm of material science. 

“As a matter of truth, I believe of all the mines In the world. How 


we are just at the beginning of 
the greatest inventions and discov¬ 
eries in history,” said Prof. Mc¬ 
Cabe. “We now know that in a 
single pebble there is Stored up 
more energy, than can be derived 
from the burning of all the coal 


to extract and direct that energy 
for practical purposes we do not 
yet know, but chemistry, physics 
and other sciences will continue to 
experiment in the faith that this 
knowledge can be attained.” 

Praising Duther Burbank as one 
of tlie greatest men of the world, 
the speaker said that the United 


States has been enriched by bil¬ 
lions of dollars through the work 
of Burbank and he said that no 
intelligent man will smile derisive¬ 
ly at Burbank's belief -that the 
"human plant” can be changed 
and developed by scientific meth¬ 
ods, just as science has developed 
species of vegetation and of ani¬ 
mal life. 

‘•Science may even go far to¬ 
ward changing human nature when 
we shall have discovered more 
about the nature of the glands and 
their chemical affinities in the 
world of substance,” said the 
speaker. 

Declaring that the so-called sci¬ 
ence of psychology overshadows all 
other ’ sciences in America, Prof. 
McCabe said he has little respect 
for psychology which, in America, 
“seems to be tlie newest art for 
making dollars.” The formation 
of a Society for the Suppression 
of psychology would bo a laudable 
undertaking for a group of intelli¬ 
gent men, the speaker said.

Grace J. Williams won a divorce 
from Paris Walker Williams in 
Judge Summerfield’s department of 
the Superior Court yesterday after 
a hearing in which Judge Sum- 
merfield acted as both judge and 
attorney for the woman. 

She appealed in court and stated 
that she had retained M. M. Gor¬ 
don as her counsel and had given 
him $25 as a retaining fee. But 
he refused to come into court and 
represent her, she said, because she 
was unable to give him more mon¬ 
ey. Judge Summerfield stated that 
he would report Gordon to the Bar 
Association and gave the woman 
a decree after establishing her 
case on the grounds of failure to 
provide.

An interesting ceremony in cele¬ 
bration of the completion of the 
Vista irrigation system ahd official 
delivery of water to the land is 
scheduled to take place at Vista, 95 
miles south of Los Angeles Feb. 27.

NEW WATER SYSTEM 

This great 17,500-acre horticul¬ 
tural and agricultural treasure 
house has been lying dormant for 
years. Then came the builders and 
engineers, with the result that one 
of the world’s finest irrigation sys¬ 
tems is now ready to deliver the 
water to the land. 

The first event of the celebration, 
starting about 10:30 a. m., will be 
in charge of the padres from the 
San Luis Rey, Santa Barbara and 
San Diego missions.

Objections to several of Pasa¬ 
dena’s suggestions in the city s 
counter proposal on the San Gabriel 
dam project are reported to have 
been made in the answer of the 
County Board of Supervisors which 
was received lata yesterday after¬ 
noon by City Attorney James H. 
Howard. 

While acknowledging that the 
county could not agree to all that 
the city had suggested in its pro¬ 
posal submitted the fore-part of this 
week, Chairman R. F. McClellan, 
of the Board of Supervisors, said 
today that he was of the opinion 
that the city and county could come 
to some understanding with regard 
to water development in the canyon. 

“First Rights” Issue 
It is reported unofficially that the 
county objected to Sections 10 and 
13 of the city’s proposed agree¬ 
ment. Section 10 is to the effect 
that if silt fills up the reservoir 
back of the proposed dam at the 
“Forks,” that as long as any part 
of the proposed 112,000 acre-feet of 
conserved water remains that Pasa¬ 
dena is to have first right to it. 

Section 13, the other part to which 
exception is reported to have been 
taken, provides that the contract be¬ 
tween the city and county is to be¬ 
come effective when the Secretary 
of the Interior authorizes the is¬ 
suance of a permit for the con¬ 
struction of the dam and railway. 

Sections in Dispute 
Section 10 reads as follows: “In 
the event that through the course 
of years said “Forks” reservoir pro¬ 
posed hereunder becomes di¬ 
minished in capacity by the deposit 
of silt and other detritus, such 
diminution of capacity shill not 
diminish the storage rights of the 
city hereunder until and unless the 
maintenance of such storage for the 
benefit of the city shall encroach 
upon the capacity of the reservoir 
herein designated as primarily for 
flood control purposes. When such 
point shall have been reached, any 
further like diminution of reservoir 
capacity shall diminish the capacity 
available for storage for the bene 
fit of the city.” 

Section 13 of the proposal reads 
as follows: “This agreement shall 
become effective and binding if and 
when the Secretary of the Interior 
of the United States of' America 
shall authorize the issuance of a 
.ncrmlt nrd easement conditioned 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—“If a 
mistake has" been made in the

MANILA. P. I., Feb. 27—Jap¬ 
anese and British problems in the 
Pacific, which may bring forth an 
entente, constitute a menace to the 
Philippines, Henry Morganthau, 
former American ambassador to 
Turkey, told Filipino University 
students in an address here. 

“Neither Japan nor Britain 
would attack the United States,” 
said Mr. Morganthau, ‘but if India 
troubles Britain and Japan blocks 
Russia, it appears likely Japan 
would ask England for a free hand 
in invading the Philippines. That 
is, unless America would be will 
ing to enter the fight.” 

The Philippines will play an 
important part in future readjust¬ 
ment of world policies in-the Pa¬ 
cific, Mr. Morganthau contended, 
and he advised the Filipinos to 
seek a partnership with the 
United States, as a matter of in 
surance against future trouble.

AND LAW PUZZLE 
WILL BE SETTLED 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
acute feeling between the govern 
ments of Mexico and the United 
States has been superseded by a 
sentiment of pronounced friendli¬ 
ness in the controversy over the pe¬ 
troleum land laws. While the ex¬ 
act formula for a solution has not 
been found as yet, the spirit of 
approach to a settlement is better 
today than it has been since the 
new land laws were passed by the 
Mexican congress in December. 

Is Mexican Right 
In asserting sovereign rights, 
Mexico is looked upon as exercis¬ 
ing a natural and inherent pre¬ 
rogative, but the question of mak¬ 
ing a law retroactive, which might 
be confiscatory, is something which 
all nations have looked upoq as a 
delicate problem which cannot be 
handled in one-sided fashion. 

The desire of Mexico to con¬ 
trol her subsoil rights and to regu¬ 
late foreign ownership is viewed 
by American officials as legiti¬ 
mate. It is merely a question of 
how these laws shall operate. 
Mexico has not yet proclaimed 
her regulations, which give effect 
to new laws. The Mexican gov¬ 
ernment, therefore, is somewhat 
disturbed that prematurely there 
should have been inferences drawn 
that confiscatory acts would follow. 
She May Draw Line 
It still remains possible for the 
Mexican government, by its regu¬ 
lations, to draw a Ijne between 
confiscation, which is, by in¬ 
ternational law, recognized as un¬ 
friendly. Thus the United States 
government has the sovereign 
right to require any diplomatic of¬ 
ficers of foreign governments to 
conform absolutely to American 
laws in their residence here. But 
such a step would be followed by 
the withdrawal of reciprocal privi¬ 
leges abroad. 

The examples could be multi¬ 
plied of the same thing. The 
whole problem, therefore, be¬ 
comes one of reciprocity. Would 
Mexico be justified, as a matter of

GOVERNMENT TO ADD 
GROUP OF WORKERS 


Engineers and Architects 
to Be Selected for 
Building Program 


Two hundred engineers and 
architects will be recruited for the 
supervising architect’s office of the 
government at Washington, ac¬ 
cording to word reaching the Pas¬ 
adena branch of the United States 
Civil Commission today.

counter proposal on the San Gabriel 
dam project are reported to have 
been made in the answer of the 
County Board of Supervisors which 
was received late yesterday after¬ 
noon by City Attorney James H. 
Howard. 

While acknowledging that the 
county could not agree to all that 
the city had suggested in its pro¬ 
posal submitted the fore-part of this 
week, Chairman R. F. McClellan, 
of the Board of Supervisors, said 
today that he was of the opinion 
that the city and county could come 
to some understanding with regard 
to water development in the canyon. 

“First Rights” Issue 

It is reported unofficially that the 
county objected to Sections 10 and 
13 of the city’s proposed agree¬ 
ment. Section 10 is to the effect 
that if silt fills up the reservoir 
back of the proposed dam at the 
“Forks,” that as long as any part 
of the proposed 112,000 acre-feet of 
conserved water remains that Pasa¬ 
dena is to have first right to it. 

Section 13, the other part to which 
exception is reported to have been 
taken, provides that the contract be¬ 
tween the city and county is to be¬ 
come effective when the Secretary 
of the Interior authorizes the is¬ 
suance of a permit for the con¬ 
struction of the dam and railway. 

Sections in Dispute 

Section 10 reads as follows: “In 
the event that through the course 
of years said “Forks” reservoir pro¬ 
posed hereunder becomes di¬ 
minished in capacity by the deposit 
of silt and other detritus, such 
diminution of capacity shall not 
diminish the storage rights of the 
city hereunder until and unless the 
maintenance of such storage for the 
benefit of the city shall encroach 
upon the capacity of the reservoir 
herein designated as primarily for 
flood control purposes. When such 
point shall have been reached, any 
further like diminution of reservoir 
capacity shall diminish the capacity 
available for storage for the bene¬ 
fit of the city.” 

Section 13 of the proposal reads 
as follows: “This agreement shall

MANILA, P. I., Feb. 27.—Jap¬

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
acute feeling between the govern¬ 
ments of Mexico and the United 
States has been superseded by a 
sentiment of pronounced friendli¬ 
ness in the controversy over the pe¬ 
troleum land laws. While the ex¬ 
act formula for a solution has not 
been found as yet, the spirit of 
approach to . a settlement is better 
today than it has been since the 
new land laws were passed by the 
Mexican congress in December. 

Is Mexican Right 
In asserting sovereign rights, 
Mexico is looked upon as exercis¬ 
ing a natural and inherent pre¬ 
rogative, but the question of mak¬ 
ing a law retroactive, which might 
be confiscatory, is something which 
all nations have looked upon as a 
delicate problem which cannot be 
handled in one-sided fashion. 

The desire of Mexico to con¬ 
trol her subsoil rights and to regu¬ 
late foreign ownership is viewed 
by American officials as legiti¬ 
mate. It is merely a question of 
how these laws shall operate. 
Mexico has not yet proclaimed 
her regulations, which give effect 
to new laws. The Mexican gov¬ 
ernment, therefore, is somewhat 
disturbed that prematurely there 
should have been inferences drawl) 
that confiscatory acts would follow. 

She May Draw Line 

It still remains possible for the 
Mexican government, by its regu¬ 
lations, to draw a Ijne between 
confiscation, which is, by in¬ 
ternational law, recognized as un 
friendly. Thus the United States 
government has the sovereign 
right to require any diplomatic of¬ 
ficers of foreign governments to 
conform absolutely' to American 
laws in their residence here. But 
such a step would be followed by 
the withdrawal of reciprocal privi¬ 
leges abroad. 

The examples could be multi¬ 
plied of the same thing. The 
whole problem, therefore, be¬ 
comes one of reciprocity. Would 
Mexico be justified, as a matter of 
policy, in enforcing literally some 
of the laws she has passed,_ es¬ 
pecially if by so doing she might 
lose reciprocal benefits in other 
directions, not only with the 
United States, but with other for¬ 
eign governments.

tures, made by Paul C. Cunnick, dK 
rector of laboratories of the Rock 
Island Arsenal, Rock Island, Ill-, - 
featured the session of the twenty- 
second annual convention of the . 
American Concrete Institute a.t the 
Sherman Hotel, Chicago, Ill. 

Mr. Cunnick created somewhat 
of a sensation when he announced 
that after eight months of experi¬ 
mentation , he had found, an in¬ 
expensive method of treating con¬ 
crete blocks with hydrated lime 
which will make a building, par-, 
tlcularly the cellars and walls, im¬ 
pervious tto water, dampness or 
rain, thus insuring absolute dryness 
in the future construction of homes 
and buildings. / 

He declared that by adding 20 
or 25 per c.ept of lime to the con¬ 
crete mixture, a house could be 
erected in a swamp and the damp¬ 
ness would never penetrate the 
structure, explaining that t'ne lime 
' is so fine that It fills in all of the 
voids and cells in the concrete, 
even fitting in between the cement 
particles, thus preventing water on ■ 
dampness from penetrating it. Tut¬ 
tle is added to the cost of con¬ 
struction by this treatment, it was 
pointed out. » 

Mr. Cunniclc’s discovery is ex¬ 
pected to he hailed with delight by 
builders and contractors, particu¬ 
larly in sections of the country 
where the rainfall Is unusually . 
large at certain seasons of the year, 
as it will prevent rain driving 
through, or running down the in¬ 
side walls; not, uncommon In 
houses already built. 

Stuccoed buildings will particu¬ 
larly benefit by the discovery. It 
was stated. This Class of buildings 
.usually present an unsightly cheol<- 
\er-board appearance after a heavy- 
rain which Is eliminated by adding 
the 'lime to the blocks which en¬ 
ables them to present a uniform 
appearance due to all of the con¬ 
crete absorbing the same amount 
of water. 

This in turn will prevent spotted 
inside walls and will stop cracking 
of the stucco due to more expans¬ 
ion In one place than In another.

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A discovery 
which is regarded as epochal in 
the building industry, particularly 
in the erection of concrete struc¬ 
tures, made by Paul C. Cunnick, di¬ 
rector of laboratories of the Rock 
Island Arsenal, Rock Island; Ill.,, 
featured the session of the twenty- 
second annual convention of the 
American Concrete Institute a,t the 
Sherman Hotel, Chicago, Ill. 

Mr. Cunnick created somewhat 
of a sensation when he announced 
that after eight months of expgfi.-, 
mentation, he had found an in¬ 
expensive method of treating con¬ 
crete blocks with hydrated lime 
which will make a building, par¬ 
ticularly the cellars and walls, im¬ 
pervious ito water, dampness or 
rain, thus insuring absolute dryness 
in the future construction of homes 
and buildings. / 

He declared that by adding 29 
or 25 per cent of lime to the con¬ 
crete mixture, a house could be 
ei-eeted in a swamp and the damp¬ 
ness would never penetrate the 
structure, explaining that the lime 
is so fine that it fills in all of the 
voids and cells in the concrete,, 
even fitting in between the cement 
particles, thus preventing water on'- 
dampness from penetrating it. Lit¬ 
tle is added to the cost of con¬ 
struction by this treatment, it was 
pointed out. 

Mr. Cunnick’s discovery is ex¬ 
pected to be hailed with delight -by 
builders and contractors, particu¬ 
larly in sections of the country 
where the rainfall Is unusually . 
large at certain seasons of the year, 
as it will prevent rain driving 
through, or running down the in¬ 
side walls; not uncommon In 
houses already built. 

Stuccoed buildings will particu¬ 
larly benefit by the discovery. It 
was stated. This Class of buildings 
(usually present an unsightly check— 
5er-board appearance after a heh'vy 
rain, which is eliminated by adding 
the lime to the blocks which en¬ 
ables them to present a uniform 
appearance due to all of the con¬ 
crete absorbing the same amount 
of water. 

This in turn will prevent spotted 
inside walls and will stop cracking 
of the stucco due to more expans¬ 
ion in one place than In another.

How dearly these Celestials are paying 
for their inertia, their lack of national pa¬ 
triotism, for their very centuries-old paci¬ 
fism! The decadence of China during the 
last 200 years has reduced the great mass 
of the people to a condition of serfdom. 
Their doctrine of nonresistance has ren¬ 
dered them incapable of defending their 
own rights. Communities are regarded by 
the war lords as so many flocks or herds. 
The coolies are so mentally and material¬ 
ly debased that they can hardly be said 
to possess the power of reason. And there 
are'nearly 200,000,000 of them, ab'out twice 
the whole population of the United States. 

About the only sentiment which causes 
the Chinese to act in unison is that of 
hatred for the foreigner. They resent the 
presence of members of another race on 
Chinese soil. A considerable faction would, 
Of they dared, massacre every foreigner 
residing in Chinese territory. They re¬ 
spect neither the lives nor the property 
of outsiders. • 

Such masses are easy victims of all kinds 
of exploitation and propaganda. Their 
very ignorance, not only of what is going 
on in the rest of the world, but what is 
happening on the other side of the river 
or the mountain, renders them at times 
docile and at others ungovernable. 

They know npthing of international law 
or rights. They possess, in the eyes of 
the rest of the world, rights of which they 
are ignorant, and they commit crimes with¬ 
out being aware of the extent of the folly. 
For centuries the only law they know is 
that dictated by the strongest. Disasso¬ 
ciated from might, they would not be aware 
that such a thing "as right exists. 

Dealing with such a deplorable state of 
ignorance and prejudice, it is not easy for 
the protocol powers to remedy existing 
conditions without imposing a military dic¬ 
tatorship upon China. Yet it is becoming 
daily more apparent that they must he 
governed from without until they become 
capable of governing themselves. 

The reconstruction of China is a labor 
that will not be complete*! in a single year 
or a single decade. If left to one power 
it would be likely to degenerate into ex¬ 
ploitation. There must be concerted ac¬ 
tion; and the Chinese must be protected 
in the enjoyment of rights of which they 
are -at present unaware. 

Intervention , in some form now appears 
imperative. Protecting the Chinese from 
their own folly is likely to prove a labor 
of Hercules. 
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God as the sole power of the universe, a 
deity whose will is best for mankind, 
which is bound to accept it in this world 
and in the next. Mohammed’s heaven was 
a sensual one, but the present-day Moslem 
has refined it. He no longer preaches or 
practices plurality of wives. Nor could he 
well do this, for in his strongest capitals 
woman now has almost perfect equality 
with man. 

Reformed Mohammedanism approaches 
Christianity more closely than did the old 
religion.' Mohammed gave the old Be¬ 
douins the voluptuous paradise they un¬ 
derstood and craved.

Sensuality and fanat¬ 
ical warfare, while they may be resorted 
to at times, are not the outstanding fea¬ 
tures of Moslem life.

This is all to the good 
for a world that has held too much of lust

When we think of bubbles we 
think of particles of cohesive liquid 
filled with air or other gas—some¬ 
thing unsubstantial. Bubbles are 
expected to break. You have seen 
them rise on the top of water, glow 
for a moment and then, exploding, 
vanish. But, Just the same, bub -1 
bles aren’t always unsubstantial. 
I'm going to tell you about a bubble 
that never broke, about the most 
beautiful bubble In all the world. 

This bubble has a title. 

It Is called Los Angeles. 

Dates are boresome. So are 
names. What matter when a city 
was founded? What matter the 
names of the pioneers? Time ob¬ 
literates days and personalities. It 
even slips up and destroys cities 
and nationals of which cities were 
parts. 

Let us begin, then, not with dates 
and names but, rather, with scat¬ 
tered groups of palm and eucalyp¬ 
tus trees, with dry soil and a sun 
that smiled down warmly on a land 
that God had blessed. 

Across the plains came men from 
the East with their wives and their 
babies, with their desires and their 
hopes. They possessed the thing 
that makes even tiny, delicate bub¬ 
bles possible—Imagination. 

Between the purple mountains 
and the blue sea these men found 
this land of sunshine and gold. It 
was the end of the trail. They could 
not have gone farther. They would 
not have gone had they been able, 
for here, in Southern California, 
they found the physical perfection 
which syncronized with- their per¬ 
fect Ideals. And so they began to 
create, the bubble that was never 
to break. 

In the beginning the color for the 
bubble was at hand. There was the 
natural beauty of the broad mesas 
with the high-backed Sierras be¬ 
hind them. There was the silver 
surf of the Pacific to cool and re¬ 
fresh the crescent curyes of the 
golden shore line. There were the 
rose-hued sunsets and, above all, 
the sun itself showering the earth 
and all that lived upon it with a 
billion rays of warmth and energy. 
There were dark-eyed senoritas 
with pulses that fluttered like doves 
as they flirted with the gay Ca¬ 
balleros. The mellow-toned mission 
bells filled the yellow, moonlit 
nights with thoughts of peace and 
love. 

Here was the world's playground. 

Here, In addition to that, was a 
perfect setting for an industrial 
center. 

Here, indeed, was the land of en¬ 
chantment. 

The men from the East dreamed 
dreams and, under the spell of it 
all, began to build the bubble—Los 
Angeles. 

Beyond the Rockies a cry went 
forth. “There Is a boom on in 
Southern California.” 

Across the plains humanity 
streamed, and as Is always the case, 
those who were strong of heart and 
determined of purpose reached the 
goal while those -who were weak fell 
by the wayside and returned to 
their homes to predict: "It’s only a 
bubble that soon will break.” 

But the bubble continued to 
swell, propelled by the -wind of 
progress that Issued from the lungs 
of the prophets. 

Men may beat a path through a 
forest to the doorstep of one who 
creates a better rat trait than the 
rest, but the, trap sells faster when 
It Is advertised. And the pioneers 
from the East were, primarily, ad¬ 
vertising , men. America Itself 
might never have been discovered 
had not Columbus made himself 
known to Isabella of Castile. His 
■was a bubble that would have 
broken had he failed to advertise 
Its worth and beauty. But there 
were many, lacking his vision and 
Imagination, who criticized him for 
what they termed his “extrava¬ 
gant” enthusiasm. And, even as 
Columbus was criticized and ridi¬ 
culed so were those imaginative 
pioneers of early Los Angeles who 
boosted extravagantly, jeered by the 
stay-at-homes who cried: “It is 
only a bubble that soon will break!” 

But here was a bubble that did 
not break. The adobe and redwood 
shacks gave way to steel monsters 
that added strength to the curve of 
the bubble. Music and art came to 
add to the romantic peals of the 
mellow mission bells. Soon the 
bubble was propped and supported 
by the glistening rails of many lines 
of transportation. Ships from all 
the nations of the w T orId arrived to 
crowd this harbor of happiness, 
laden with the necessities and the 
luxuries of every people of the 
earth. From high in the snow- 
mantled Sierras a mighty stream of 
fresh water was directed into the 
mouth of the bubble and with this 
renewal of strength the bubble ex¬ 
panded until Its name was known 
in all the distant comers of the 
globe. 

Amazed by this progress, by this 
remarkable city that kept doubling 
and trebling its population every 10 
years, there were still those who 
remained aloof from the glorious 
activities and scoffed: "It's only a 
bubble. Soon It will break.” 

But here was a bubble that never 
broke, a bubble whose walls were 
made of the gold of ambition and 
the elasticity of imagination, a 
bubble that was strengthened by 
the perspiration of men who knew 
how to work, who were wise enough 
to enjoy the romance of it all and 
inject into that romance a virile 
backbone of practicability. 

Ah, friends! It is great to be a 
part of the building of a city. It 
is great, even though your small, 
share has been lost In the magni¬ 
tude of the whole, to know that you 
have been and are a little particle 
of the color—the cohesive liquid of 
such a bubble as Los Angeles. 

Today It rises in the purple at¬ 
mosphere of the Southwest, leans 
with majestic queenliness against 
the walls of the green and whit# 


Sierras, curves out to encompass 
every foot of orange-covered earth 
to the north, to the south and many 
miles to the west, where, in the 
golden sunset it glistens like a 
great jewel, sending its beauty forth 
to win the heart of the world. More 
than a million shining , fac.es of 
happiness blend together to make 


of this—the bubble that never 


broke. 

Still it grows. About it cluster 
a hundred other bubbles—colorful, 
strong, expanding. In these small¬ 
er bubbles, too, there is a blending 
of the stamina of the East and the 
romance of the 'West. So Los An- 
geles, this glorious, unbreakable 
bubble, rests tranquilly now on the 
shoulders of these other bubbles 
which, having sprung from the 


bosom of the great, cannot be less 


strong. 

And to all those who are still 
doubtful of the future of this great 
land, to all those who are still un¬ 
able to read the handwriting on the 
wall I would say: The cry has al¬ 
ways been, always will be—“Go 
West!” 

Well, this Is the West. So roll up 
your sleeves, pitch In and help to 
build for the hordes that are com¬ 


ing, for as you do this you will 
suddenly find that In building for 
others you will be building for 
yourself. 

The prayer of all those who have 
been in Southern California, who 
have seen Its beauties and breathed 
its life-giving air is this: “Let me 
live and die in the very center of 
this wonderful bubble. Let me foi 
ever be a part of this glorious city 
which has been created on the busy 


spinning-wheel of time and woven 
with threads that have come from 
the very hearts of Its great people— 
Los Angeles, the bubble that never 
broke.

Verdes resident who is statistically 
inclined may go to the general of¬ 
fices in the Lane Mortgage build¬ 
ing and after a few hours’ analysis, 
become his own weather prophet. 

The weather at Palos Verdes has 
been dissected and bisected in such 
thorough fashion that literally the 
variations from block to block of the 
community have been recorded. 

The best record ever made by the 
sun at Palos Verdes Estates was 
in 1917, when it appeared every day 


except two. Its poorest record was 
made the next year, when it failed 
to shine on a total of 14 days. In 
1915 there were 121 days of con¬ 
tinuous sunshine from sunrise to 
sunset, against 92 days in Los An¬ 
geles during the same period. 

The average hourly wind velocity 
at Palos Verdes is practically the 
same as at Los Angeles, which has 
the record of the least wind velocity 
of any city of its size in the United 
States, and of any city or town so 
near the coast, according to Dr. 
Carpenter. During 1917, for in¬ 


stance, the average wind velocity 
was exactly the same in Los An¬ 
geles and Palos Verdes, 5.6 miles 
per hour, although the highest wind 
velocity at Palos Verdes was 21 
miles per hour against 42 miles per 
hour for Los Angeles. 

Dr. Carpenter’s reports show that 
the Palos Verdes region is entirely 
free from the evil effects of gales, 
and point out that motorboat or 
seaplane landings could be made 
safely on 355 days out of 365, while 
safe airplane landings and takeoffs 
could be made at all times.

REALTORS TO HEAR

had on this state, Controller Ray 
Riley has been Invited and has ac¬ 
cepted the invitation to speak Mon¬ 
day noon to members of the Los 
Angeles Realty Board at a noon 
luncheon at the Biltmore Hotel.

Home ownership, as advocated by 
the California Real Estate Associ¬ 
ation, should not be confined to 
cities. Is the belief of C. L. Sea- 
graves, general colonization agent 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway Company, who recently 
wrote to Chairman J. Bradley Clay¬ 
ton of the farm lands division, as 
follows: 

“Libertl plans of financing have 
made it possible for thousands of 
families In the cities throughout 
the country to own homes who 
otherwise would continue to be 
renters. This plan of home own¬ 
ing has encouraged thrift and cre¬ 
ated good citizenship and commu¬ 
nity pride. 

“While a great deal of attention 
is being given to city development 
and home owning I believe the time 
at hand when greater attention 
should be given to country land 
development along the same gen¬ 
eral plan as In the’cities. Liberal 
financing has made it possible for 
thousands of renters in the cities 
to become home owners. Some 
time and in some way plans must, 
be worked out to enable the man 
of limited capital to acquire farm 
land on terms by which In time he 
can pay out and become a farm 
owner Instead of a renter. 

FINANCING PLAN NEEDED 

“Most people throughout the 
cbuntry with whom we come. In 
contact who are Interested In farm 
land are practically in the same po¬ 
sition as the wage earner in the 
city who must be. assisted Ip 
financing the purchase of a home. 
If inducements can -be held out to 
such people it is possible that an 
active demand can be created for 
California lands. 

"Therefore, to encourage farm 
ownership on the same basis as city 
home owning it Will be necessary to 
urge and- encourage 1 more diversi¬ 
fication on the farm. Returns for 
most farm , crops are seasonal, 
hence the farmer is not in position 
to make fixed monthly payments 
same as the wage earner in the 
city. If, however, he will not put 
‘all his eggs in one basket,’ but 
will utilize his time and his land 
12 months of the year, he can pay 
for his farm on some liberal pay¬ 
ment plan same as the wage earn¬ 
er In the city pays for his home. 

BIG SUM OUTSIDE 

"What Is the answer and how 
can It be accomplished?. It was 
stated at the recent agricultural 
economic conference held In Fresno 
that California imports annually 
25,000,000 pounds of butter, $9,000,- 
000 worth of cheese and $30,000,000 
of condensed milk. This means 
that approximately $5,000,000 annu¬ 
ally goes out of the state- for dairy 
products, all of which can, and 
should be, produced within the 
state. 

“Many hundreds of carloads of 
hogs are shipped In from distant 
states* for local consumption and 
do not Include large quantities of 
cured pork products. 

“If the millions sent out of the 
state annually for products which 
can be supplied by California farms 
were applied as payment on farms, 
then many of the present day prob¬ 
lems In the agricultural sections of 
California would not be so acute. 
The solution for some of the prob¬ 
lems Is alfalfa, dairying, hogs, 
poultry and more of the staple 
crops—something to sell every day 


PACIFIC PALISADES 
ON EAST-WEST COAST 
LINE, MAP SHOWS 

The Pacific Palisades area above 
Santa Monica canyon Is one of 
three points along the ocean In 
California where the coast line 
runs east and west, points out Dr. 
Charles H. Scott, president of the 
Palisades Association, and this is 
the principal reason fpr Its remark¬ 
ably fine climate. 

“There is a popular fallacy ex¬ 
isting almost everywhere that the 
coast line runs north and south, 
but this is not true. At three places 
along the California coast the shore 
line lies In the other direction, 
and one of these areas Is within 
the city limits of Los Angeles. I 
refer to the Paclfio Palisades prop¬ 
erty, which extends for two miles 
along the ocean cVest of Shnta 
Monica. The other two regions 
where thl9 geographical condition 
obtains are at Santa Cruz and San¬ 
ta Barbara, All three regions are 
famous residence resorts. 

"The general Impression, even 
among people of Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, Is that the tide line 
extends north from Santa Monica, 
bearing slightly In a northwesterly 
direction. But a study of the map 
will prove that for five or six miles 
above Santa Monica canyon the 
ocean boulevard runs directly west 
and the ocean lies directly south. 

“When my associates and I were 
searching for a site for the estab¬ 
lishment of the cultural Institu¬ 
tion and home community which 
later took the name of Pacific 
Palisades, we discovered there were 
only three points along the Califor¬ 
nia coast where a considerable area 
of land could be found north of 
the ocean. This was one of the 
big reasons why our project Is lo¬ 
cated where it now la.”

Completion of the American 
Salt Company’s mill on an outer- 
harbor site In San Pedro and the 
Installation of machinery and 
equipment preparatory to aotual 
milling operations, were announced 
during the week by W. A, Sampsel, 
president of the concern. 

The company’s entire Invest¬ 
ment totals approximately $45,- 
000, and Is considered an Import¬ 
ant addition to the Industrial as¬ 
sets o<f the harbor district. 

When machinery and equipment 
now being Installed are ready for 
operation, which will be In about 
thirty days, Sampsel said, the 
plant will handle dally about thirty 
tons of refined table and dairy salt. 

While no by-products are to be 
produced immediately, the residue 
of the brine contains 85 per cent 
magnesium chloride; 33.7 per cent 
magnesium sulphate and 1.3 per 
cent sodium sulphate. . All opera¬ 
tions of the plant are practically 
automatic, electrio power being 
used. 

The crude salt that the company 
will use Is shipped from a crystal¬ 
line form being produced at three 
salt lakes located on a twenty-acre 
farm at San Quentin. The com¬ 
pany expects to have Its products 
on the market within sixty days. 
T. G. De Poor will superintend op¬ 
erations at the mill and F. K. Rog¬ 
ers will be in charge of sales. 

Street Paving 
Job Finished 
in Record Time 


Inaugurating a new procedure In 
concrete paving work In Los An¬ 
geles, the Griffith Company, con¬ 
tractors, using .two large pavers on 
q single grade, completed the city 
connection to the Harbor Truck 
Boulevard on Alameda street be¬ 
tween Twenty-fifth street and Slau- 
son avenue in record time, accord¬ 
ing to J. E. Jellick, district engin- | 
eer of the Portland Cement Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The two pavers made a record of 
laying the 1.7 miles of eight-inch 
cement concrete, forty-seven feet 
wide, in thirty-three days, Jellick 
said.

Of there four new viaducts—• 
Sixth street-Whittier Boulevard, 
Washington Boulevard, Glendale- 
Hyperion and Riverside-Daytot^, 
the two first-named will carry the 
travel incidental to the growing 
development of the big close-in 
East Side industrial district, where 
the erection of Industrial plants 
is Increasing in such a strides that 
is is necessary to have additional 
viaducts to carry trafflo over the 
L 03 Angeles River in and out of 
this manufacturing district to the 
central business section and West¬ 
ern Los Angeles. 

The Ninth-street viaduct, opened 
only last September, is already 
crowded, and the viaduct at Wash¬ 
ington Boulevard is intended to 
carry the heavy industrial traffic 
desiring to cross from sections 
south of Ninth street.

Both Sides Present Arguments 
as April 6, Election Day, 
Nears; Town Costs Attacked 

With supporters and opponents of 
annexation arguing to sustain their 
contentions, interest in the Alham¬ 
bra annexation election on April 6 
has reached unusual proportions. 
On that date the Alhambra voters 
will decide whether the city shall 
join Los Angeles. 

Annexationists state that the in¬ 
crease in operating cost of the city 
departments from 1922 to 1925 has 
ranged from 100 to 400 per cent, 
while, they say, a slackening in city 
growth is shown by a $44,814 drop 
in building permits over the period. 
REDUCTION CLAIMED 
On the point of Alhambra’s as¬ 
suming her proportion of the Los 
Angeles bonded indebtedness in the 
event of annexation, the supporters 
of the plan argue that Alhambra 
will assume only 1.55 percent, while 
the pooling of her present local is¬ 
sues with the Lps Angeles total will 
reduce her entire obligation by 
more than a million dollars. 

Annexationists also argue that 
joining Los Angeles will bring im¬ 
provements in transportation, pub¬ 
lic library service, fire and police 
protection and similar matters. It 
is argued that should annexation 
fall, Alhambra will be compelled to 
vote more school bonds, but that if 
it succeeds, the burden will be 
transferred to the I-ob Angeles 
school district at a greatly reduced 
carrying charge. 

Other advantages cited by the 
annexationists are a share in the 
Owens River water supply, lower 
light, power and gas rates, etc. 

FEAR INDUSTRY LOSS 

Opponents of annexation, in ad¬ 
dition to urging that Alhambra keep 
her identity as a matter of civic 
pride, declare that annexation 
would mean the loss of industries 
which, they say, would move away 
to escape Los Angeles regulations. 

They declare that annexation 
would make Alhambra “the back 
door of Lps Angeles.” and that 
property would depreciate. 

It. is arg%ed by the opponents 
lhat Alhambra’s tax rate is lower 
than the Los Angeles rate, except 
for school purposes, and that the 
recent authorisation of a $15,000,000 
school bond issue in Los Angeles 
will result in raising this ,tax Item. 

Opponents of annexation assert 
that the move would have no effect 
on transportation and fares, point¬ 
ing out that the rates are fixed by 
the Railroad Commission on a 
basis of a fixed return on the car¬ 
rier's investment basis, and also 
that Venice, Wilmington, San 
Pedro, Sawtelle and other annexed 
sections are still paying on a mile¬ 
age basis. 

RAP WATER RATES 

They also urge Alhambra retain 
control of her water supply, and 
assert that the Los Angeles water 
rates are unduly high. 

Those fighting annexation declare 
that Alhambra now has a more ef¬ 
fective fire protection system than 
would be given under annexation; 
that annexation would mean nulli¬ 
fying. local ordinances, changing 
street names, etc.; that Alhambra, 
once annexed, would become only a 
small part of one councilmanic dis¬ 
trict, and that annexation should 
be carried out only if and when a 
"true borough system” is put into 
effect.

GROWTH EVENLY DISTRIBUTED 


-Kansas City Star- 


We have gained in population 
more than 11,000,000 since .the 
United States census of 1920, ac¬ 
cording to the estimates of the 
Census Bureau. It is gratifying to 
note the comparitively even dis¬ 
tribution of this increase. Only one 
State, North Dakota, lost in popu¬ 
lation. Only Florida had an ab¬ 
normal increase, its gain having 
been nearly 400,000. Texas is es¬ 
timated to have added 649,000, but 
its vast area accounts mainly for 
this total. Missouri is believed to 
have gained 94,000, Kansas 71,000, 
Nebraska 92,000, Iowa 18,000, 
Arkansas 157,000 and Oklahoma 
314,000. New Y'ork, still the most 
populous State, also showed the 


largest gain, 918,000, while the 
second State, Pennsylvania, had an 
increase of 893,000. Michigan 
comes next with 827,000. 

The report indicates a higher 
growth for the industrial than the 
agricultural States. Time was 
when the big gains in population 
were in the West, but even the 
oldest of the Eastern States are 
more than holding their own in 
proportionate gains. This will con¬ 
tinue until agriculture is put on a 
more equitable basis compared 
with other industries. Even under 
the most favorable conditions the 
growth in the agricultural States is 
not likely to be what it once was, 
for the public lands jare pretty well 
taken up. v

JUDGES ASK AID 
IN COURT CRISIS 



Calendars Jammed Beyond 
Capacity of Bench 


Four Attorneys Volunteer to 
Serve Without Pay 


Flood Piles Up as Result of 
Unfilled Vacancies 

So serious has the situation in 
regard to the calendars of the Su¬ 
perior Court become that Presid¬ 
ing Judge Stephens yesterday de¬ 
clared a crisis ex'sts and sent out 
a call for attorneys, particularly 
those with experience on the bench, 
to volunteer their services as 
judges pro tem. 

Pour responded immediately 
with offers to serve without com¬ 
pensation, and were assigned cases, 
which they will start hearing to¬ 
day. These are Guy Crump and 
Dana Weller, both formerly on the 
Superior Court bench, and Attor¬ 
neys W. P. Mealey and George 
Prince. Others are expected to 
volunteer and take assignments to¬ 
day. 

RESULT OF VACANCIES 

The jam in the calendars is the 
result of two vacancies and the ne¬ 
cessity recently of assigning two 
additional judges to the criminal 
side, leaving the civ'l courts se¬ 
riously under-manned. The Gov¬ 
ernor has not yet made appoint¬ 
ments to All the vacancies caused 
by the resignation of Judge L. H. 
Valentine and the elevation of 
Judge York to the Appellate Court. 

For the past two weeks there 
has been a daily average of al¬ 
most fifty cases which could not 
be heard for lack of judges. These 
cases have been continued from 
day to day, with great consequent 
loss of time to principals, counsel 
and witnesses, and each day the 
overflow has become greater, 

"The calendars have reached 
such a condition that something 
must be done to clear them," Judge 
Stephens, explained yesterday. "It 
is bad enough when in the regular 
course of events it takes fifteen 
months after filing an action to-get 
it on the calendar for hearing; 
but when, after all this time,' it. is 
called and cannot be 'heard, it is 
time to correct conditions. 

RECEIVE NO PAY 

"By the law a judge pro tem may 
be appointed to hear any specific 
case, by stipulation of counsel in 
the case. j have decided, to use 
this method, as far as possible, to 
get the extra aid needed. The law 
does not allow any compensation 
for such P.o tem judges out of 
public funds, and the court cannot, 
therefore, make any arrange¬ 
ments for their reimbursement. I 
simply have to ask attorneys, for 
the public good, to contribute their 
time and I expect that enough will 
volunteer so fifty to 100 cases can 
be d'stributed among them with¬ 
out making too great a demand 
upon any individual. 

"I trust every one will realize 
the sacrifice it means for these at¬ 
torneys to abandon their practice 
and give several days or a week or 
so of their time to the court. 

It is expected that the next few 
days will see a temporary return 
1 o the harness of a dozen or more 
veterans of the bench now engaged 
in private practice in the county. 

ARGUMENTS 
ON WILSHIRE 
PLAN GIVEN 


Association Submits Draft 
to City Clerk in Favor of 
Election Proposition 


With the authorization of City 
Council, the West Wilshire De¬ 
velopment Association has sub¬ 
mitted to the City Clerk an argu¬ 
ment in favor of a "yes’’ vote on 
Proposition No. 4, involving the 
zoning for business of Wilshire 
Boulevard front Detroit street to 
the Brea pit. The arguments will 
be mailed to the voters by the 
City Clerk, along with ft sample 
ballot to be voted the 30th inst. 

In part, the Wilshire property- 
owners’ argument follows: 

"Voters of Los Angeles should 
vote ‘yes’ on Proposition No. 4 
because: 

“(1.) The property involved is 
suited for business alone; it is 
useless for residences. 

"(2.) It means progress and 
improvement instead of delay and 
stagnation. 

“(3.) It means hundreds of jobs 
for workers; new pay rolls for Los 
Angeles. 

“(4.1 It will supplant billboards 
and weeds with a magnificent 
shopping center. 

"(5.) It rebukes rich downtown 
landlords who would block sub¬ 
urban development. 

‘‘(6.) It sustains the City Coun¬ 
cil over paid signature solicitors. 

“(7.) It protects the rights of 
the investor; therefore it protects 
your rights. 

"(8.) It won’t cost you one cent 
—all improvement expense borne 
by property holders 

“The frontage involved In Prop¬ 
osition No. 4 was specifically laid 
out and sold as business property; 
there is not a single dwelling on 
its entire length. There are now 
about ten business establishments 
located on the frontage. All of the 
lot holders are paying taxes on 
business-property valuations. 

“City Council, after complete in¬ 
vestigation and full hearings, 
unanimously voted to zone the 
frontage In Zone C. ror business. 
There were only, two protests 
against <hjs zoning, from Indi¬ 
viduals owning property at some 
distance from the frontage con¬ 
cerned. 

"From the city to the sea. Wil¬ 
shire Boulevard is now open for 
business development along four- 
fifths of its length, only a few iso¬ 
lated sections being zopec! against 
business. It is the only main traffic 
artery of this character in Los An¬ 
geles not entirely open for busi¬ 
ness. 

"Property owners on the front¬ 
age involved are 100 per cent in 
favor of business zoning, and the 
people in the contributing terri¬ 
tory’ are overwhelmingly of the 
same opinion."

D ESPITiE the fact that we seem 
to prefer the* one-story type 
of small house in Southern 
California, there still remains a mi¬ 
nority so large in numbers who 
would insist upon two stories that 
they must ever be reckoned as an 
influence in the residential sky¬ 
line around us. 

.The fact that the two-story house 
is more conspicuous than the one 
makes it more of a public problem. 

Its roof lines are generally silhou¬ 
etted against a sky for everyone 
to see and a silhouette must be per¬ 
fect, while the low house usually 
has a background of trees and its 
lines are softened by shrub and 
vine so that even an ugly outline 
is oftentimes chastened by nature. 

It is largely for its charm of out¬ 
line that this house demands rec¬ 
ognition. Steps down from the 
upper roof to the lower one, and 
then to the wall, takes the eve grad¬ 
ually down to the foliage below. A 
low chimney seems to grow from 
the roof, not to pierce it in the 
manner of a pinched thumb. It is 
harmonious, it is architecture. 

T he plan, too, is deserving of 
study and gives a maximum of 
room for the space occupied.

KRAMER HILLS T0WNSITE GROWING WITH AMAZING RAPIDITY 


Were Bret Harte, poet laureate of 
the days of ’49, at hand today he 
would probably break forth in song 
about Kramer Hills as he did a half 
century ago over Dow’s Flats. Once 
again has the old spirit of adven¬ 
ture that lured thousands to the 
gold fields in ’49—to Hell Roaring 
Gulch, Givadam Creek, Whisky 
Flats and ,other breezy camps sent 
tnousands scurrying to Kramer Hills 
ami tne site of Ed Herkelrath’s gold 
discovery. 

Here is the story of a complete 


town erected between Saturday arid 
Monday. Barely one month ago the 
site of the gold discovery was a 
barren waste. John and Ed Herkel¬ 
rath had been doing intensive, pros¬ 
pecting for some time and it was 
not until four weeks ago that the 
actual “strike” was-made. The se¬ 
cret of the discovery leaked out and 
swept throughout the- country, 
bringing thousands of veteran min¬ 
ers and embryo gold seekers.

That a member of the grand jury 
and • a high county official were 
called before a Superior judge and 
grilled regarding an asserted “leak” 
in thfe jury room was revealed yes¬ 
terday by Superior Judge Arthur 
Keetch.

The juror is declared to have 
denied the charges categorically, 
stating he had given out no such 
information. 

After further investigation. Judge 
Keetch declared late yesterday that 
he was convinced of the juror's in¬ 
nocence. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the grand jury adjourned 
its session without taking any defi¬ 
nite action in the investigation of 
the construction of the $8,000,000 
building. Foreman William H. Car¬ 
ter told newspaper men that several 
additional sessions would be re¬ 
quired before the investigation is 
5 completed. 

JURY TO MEET TUESDAY 

The next meeting of the grand 
jury will be on Tuesday, the jurors 
refusing to go into daily session as 
requested some days ago by District 
Attorney Asa Keyes. 

A discreet silence was maintained 
yesterday by the district attorney’s 
office regarding the probability of 
indictments or accusations being 
voted against anyone in regard to 
the building of the Hall of Justice.

The demand was made ofter 
they had presented the House’s in¬ 
dictment against the judge on five 
counts, charging usurpation of 
power, tyranny and oppression and 
other “high misdemeanors” in 
office. 

Immediately afterward the Sen¬ 
ate adopted a resolution, under 
which at 1 o’clock tomorrow, it will 
resolve itself into a court for the 
trial, which will be conducted at a 
special session of the Senate, 
either this summer or in the late 
fall. 

The first procedure tomorrow will 
be the administering of special oaths 
to Vice President Dawes and the in¬ 
dividual members of the Senate and 
the adopting of an order directing 
Judge English to appear at the bar 
of the Senate to stand trial. 

The Senate then will go about its 
customary legislative business until 
Judge English appears at a stipu¬ 
lated time, when again it will sit as 
a court and determine the amount 
of time he is to have in which to 
reply to the charges.

Writing from Europe, where he 
is sp’encling a six months’ vacation, 
John T. Cooper, vice-president of 
the Security Trust and -Savings 
Bank and well-known real-estate 
authority, sites interesting com¬ 
parisons of real-estate values in 
some of the popular winter resorts 
of Switzerland and the Riviera 
with those in Florida and Los An¬ 
geles. Mr. Cooper’s first inquiry 
took place at St. Moritz, the most 
frequented winter resort of the 
Swiss Alps. 

•'Although 125 hotels handle the 
entire winter sport tourist business 
In the whole country,” Writes 
M r , Cooper, 
“about forty or 
fifty of these 
hotels are In or 
near St. Moritz, 
and of these 
only five cost 
'from $ 1 , 000 ,- 
000 to $1,500,- 
000 each. To 
give an Idea of 
how the war 
hit their tourist 
trade, one of 
these hotels, 
the original 
cost of which 
was $1,250,000, 
was peddled in 
London, furnishings and all, in 
1918 for $100,000, and there were 
no takers. The, Biltmore. Hunting- 
■ ton or Ambassador should not look 
forward to a war with Japan at 
that rate! 

“Business property, other than 
hotel, runs about $400 per front 
foot for lots' of average depth- 
while there seemingly is no stand¬ 
ard of value for residence plots, ex¬ 
cept that the selling basis Is tho 
cost of improvements and rental 
returns. Quite different from Los 
Angeles, where even the census is 
counted in the sale price of a resi¬ 
dence!” 

While analyzing the land values 
at Nice. Mr. Cooper had opportu¬ 
nity to compare them with those 
of Atlantic City and California re¬ 
sorts. “Nice, with, permanent 
population of about 200,000, re¬ 
minds one of a Florida resort,” 
Mr. Cooper continued in his com¬ 
munication. "The scenery, how¬ 
ever, is more attractive, being very 
similar to that of California- Prop¬ 
erty is sold in Nice by the square 
meter, which, when calculated on 
out lot basis of about 50x150, gives 
a front-foot value of only $2000 
oh the Promenade"des Anglais, tho 
‘Boardwalk’ or ‘Seventh street’ 
of the town. This is about 80 per 
cent under that of Atlantic City 
and 93 per cent under that of com¬ 
parable property in Los Angeles. 
On the local ‘Main street’ the val¬ 
ues are somewhat less, for the 
French will not pay the rents nor 
the prices which they demand of 
the foreign visitor. But neither 
will we; so can we criticise? As 
for the high-class residential sites, 
they compare with those near the 
tavern at Del Monte. The prices 
run from $9000 to $10,000 an acre,

in whose interest the war had 
been waged, at whose insistence 
the vice and rum clean-up had 
been ordered and conducted, and 
who had been loudest in demand¬ 
ing that the Mayor retain my 
services, met and passed a reso¬ 
lution. It follows: 

“The Law and Order Commit¬ 
tee of the Philadelphia Federation 
of Churches at its meeting on De¬ 
cember 23, 1925, passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolution in connection 
with the dismissal of Brig.-Gen. 
Smedley D. Butler as Director of 
Public Safety of our City. 

"The committee regrets the sev¬ 
erance of Brig.-Gen. Butler from 
his position as Director of Pub¬ 
lic Safety of Philadelphia. 

“We wish to commend the good 
work done by Gen. Butler as Di¬ 
rector of Public Safety, his sin¬ 
cere, impartial and fearless ad¬ 
ministration of the police power, 
his untiring devotion to the best 
interests of the city, his divorce¬ 
ment of the police from politics, 
his high standard in the annals 
of police organization. His good 
work will be long remembered 
by the people.” 

APPLAUD MAYOR 

Then the resolution continued: 

“We applaud Mayor Kendrick 
for his appointment of Mr. George 
Elliott as Director of Public Safe¬ 
ty.” 

These “militant” ministers were 
so aroused over my dismissal that 
they even applauded the Mayor 
who dismissed me. 

Had I ignored my duty, not 
resigned from the Marine Corps, 
and gone out like a lamb at the 
end of the year, instead of being 
dismissed a week earlier, I would 
now be the proud possessor of 
a $2500 watch. 

Early in December a man came 
to my office and said that a group 
of citizens deeply interested in civ¬ 
ic work had decided to present me 
with a watch, of a special type. 
It was pointed out to me that but 
a few of these jewels had ever 
been manufactured and presented 
| to distinguished men. This group, 

\ J was informed, wished to so hon- 
j or me. 

NOT INTERESTED 
! I told him I was not Interested 
I in the watch. 

Later, J. Bartley Doyle, a Phil- 


♦was the spokesman for the group 
interested, visited me in my office 
and renewed the offer of the $2500 
watch. He impressed upon me the 
importance of the honor the citi¬ 
zens were thus conferring upon me. 
He outlined an elaborate plan for 
a public ceremony with the Mayor 
and the Governor present, when 
the presentation would be made. 

I finally told Doyle that if the 
people were so interested in pre¬ 
senting this wonderful watch, they 
could come into my office at any 
time, and without pomp or cere¬ 
mony, present it. 

Doyle still argued and finally 
persuaded me to accept it, ar¬ 
ranging to present it on Decem¬ 
ber 28. 

I said to Doyle: "I haven't left 
yet. Suppose I don’t go, do I still 
get the watch ?” 

“By all means,” he answered, 
“you will get it for your first two 
years’ service.” 

A few days later I was dis¬ 
missed. 

WATCH FORGOTTEN 

A newspaper man who knew 
about the watch, asked me what 
had happened to it. I had for¬ 
gotten the matter, and when it 
was recalled to my mind, I sug¬ 
gested to the newspaper man that 
he call Doyle on the. telephone and 
ascertain the status of the situa¬ 
tion. 

The reporter did so and was in¬ 
formed by Doyle that h<i knew 
nothing at all about it. 

The reporter so told me. I 
laughed, but at the suggestion of 
the reporter, who wanted a story, 
I asked my secretary to call Doyle 
on the teiephone. The secretary, 
Abner R. Okum, now assistant di¬ 
rector, had been present when 
Dovle made his eulogistic plea. 

Okum called him. Doyle hemmed 
and hawed, stammered and mut¬ 
tered and finally said the com¬ 
mittee had been in a qup.nda.ry 
after my dismissal and at a meet¬ 
ing had' decided not to do me the 
great honor of presenting me with 
this watch.

"heresay hunting." the outstanding 
portion of their address to the gen¬ 
eral conference in session here to 
day deals with the "rise of fa.lse 
prophets in the church” and meth¬ 
ods whereby the church is to "pur¬ 
ify the fabric of the temple." 

Contending for first place among 
the recommendations of the bish 
ops was a pronouncement against 
divorce contained in a special sec¬ 
tion devoted to that "terrible evil." 
The church heads depart from 
precedent and recommend that any 
minister of the church who mar 
ries people who have been divorced 
except for infidelity shall be dealt 
with as in the case of immorality. 

Commending the question of uni- 
lleation to the conference for its 
"prayerful and careful consldera 
tion,” the bishops carefully avoid¬ 
ed any recommendation other than 
saying "let us not cease to cher¬ 
ish the glad expectation ■ of closer 
unity of the people of God in gen¬ 
eral and of our own Methodist 
families .in particular.” 

Under the head of "worldliness’ 
the bishopric launched a sweeping 
attack on the theater.. declaring 
that the "exhibitions in playhouses 
were never more vile, and by mod¬ 
ern devices they are brought be¬ 
fore all. classes, especially children 
and immature youth, to a degree 
unknown in former times. Without 
exaggeration it may be truly said 
that they have become schools of 
vice.”

BISHOP BAST’S CASE

WASHINGTON; May 6.—The re¬ 
cent trial and conviction in Co¬ 
penhagen of Bishop Bast on the' 
charges of making misstatements 
in connection with Solicitation of 
charity funds, engaged the atten¬ 
tion today of his forty active and 
retired colleagues attending the 
semiannual meeting here of the 
Methodist Board of Bishops. 

Many of the bishops feel that, 
while he may have been technical¬ 
ly wrong in the manner of solicit¬ 
ing funds for his charitable and 
mission work, ho has committed no 
actual moral wrong since all of 
the money in question ultimately 
was used for the purposes adver¬ 
tised. 

A first-hand account of the trial 
was set forth in a paper on the 
church’s problems by Bishop Blake 
of Paris. This was the first of the 
genera! church problems in the 
foreign fields which the board yes¬ 
terday voted to give the right of 
way. 

. While the board cannot, under 
the church law. act on the case of 
Bishop Bast until it has been 
passed upon by the church of his 
own jurisdiction, the presentation 
of the case at today’s meeting was 
regarded as significant. Bishop 
Blake's report was based on in¬ 
formation he gathered when he 
went to Copenhagen to attend the 
trial of Bishop Bast. 

The board later will hear reports 
on the church’s work in Eastern 
Asia, Latin America, Southeastern 
Asia, Southern Asia and Africa.

POMONA WOMAN PAST 
NINETY-SECOND YEAR 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH], 

PINEHURST (N. C.) May 6.— 
Conflict between opposing ideas in 
the South and the failure,of other 
sections of the country to dlscrira*- 
inate between them render un¬ 
derstanding of what la really rep¬ 
resentative of it today difficult. Dr. 
Edwin Mims of Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity told the executive council-of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
speaking at its annual dinner here 
tonight on the "Changing South.” 

"Caricature, satire and sent! 
mentalism have colored the popu 
lar imagination until little is 
known of the real South today,” 
Dr. Mims said. "The ignorance, 
the indifference, the condescension 
and the prejudice of other sections 
are often provoking and discour¬ 
aging. The man who does not 
discriminate between Cole Blease 
and Carter Glass, between a cer¬ 
tain type of ecclesiastical demo- 
gogue who thrives on religious 
bigotry and another type of reli¬ 
gious leader who is as liberal in 
his thinking as any of the reli¬ 
gious leaders in America, has 
not begun to know anything about 
the South of today. Such contrasts 
make it difficult to come to any 
generalizations. How can a State 
that has wide-awake, intelligent 
cities like Knoxville, Chattanooga, 
Memphis and Nashville be induced 
to pass a law that will be cited for 
many years as one of the main il¬ 
lustrations of intellectual back¬ 
wardness, political cowardice and 
religious bigotry? 

SWINGING BACK 

"So often in the South the stage 
seems all set for remarkable prog¬ 
ress in public opinion and then 
something'happens that swings us 
back into the old orbit of politi¬ 
cal and social immobility and de¬ 
cadence. A city that is a shining 
example of industrial progress 
may suddenly see the outbreaks of 
the primitive and savage instincts 
of a mob. A great commonwealth 
that produced the group of lead¬ 
ers who led the South out of . the 
shadows of the Civil War and re¬ 
construction has been at times un¬ 
der the dominance of political and 
religious mountebanks and reac¬ 
tionaries. 

"The liberals of the South are 
quite as well aware of these para¬ 
doxes as anybody else, but we in¬ 
sist that people of other sections 
should lay emphasis on the signs 
of progress, rather than on those 
of reaction. Papers, magazines 
and books in other sections seem 
at times to take an unholy glee in 
emphasizing the things that show 
the South at its worst. Such crit¬ 
ics, do not realize that they 
strengthen the conservative forces 
of the South and hinder the lib¬ 
erals who are trying to build up 
Institutions and resources that will 
profoundly change public opinion. 
A people however brave or re¬ 
sourceful does not recover in a 
generation from such losses and 
such limitations as followed' the 
Civil War. We still suffer, we must 
continue to suffer for a long time, 
the ^consequences of these things.

SOUTH’S OPPORTT VTTT 

“Have you ever thought that, 
there is some advantage in being 
backward^ in being out of tune 
with some things in contemporary 
life and -thought? All th.-qf ’glisteis 
is not progress. The South now has 
the opportunity to profit by some 
of the mistakes made elsewhere. 
We need and want industrial pros¬ 
perity, but not at the expense of' 
the grace and charm of life. In 
making a living we do not want to 
forget the art of living. We want! 
education, but we should 'not like 
to have vocational, technical and 
professional training go so far as 
to make liberal culture seem re¬ 
mote from the attainment of men 
and women. We need all that 
modern science can bring in the 
way of developing our natural re¬ 
sources. but we not wish to be 
scientific at the expense of.the 
spiritual values of life. 

"We have seen the effect of some 
of these tendencies. America 
sometimes seems a weary giant 
suffering from very plenty and 
fatness. Intellectuals contend that 
disillusionment, pessimism and 
cynicism are the real tests of in¬ 
telligence and art. Of what advan¬ 
tage is it to overcome the Inertia 
of the masses if we are to suc¬ 
cumb to the decadence of the 
sophisticated ? Seeking to avoid 
extremes of modern life and 
thought we press forward. No one 
can predict what may happen in 
the next quarter of a century in 
these Southern States if we are 
brave and patient and wise.

Two Escaped Men Pulled 
from Hay in Bam 


Pair Taken After Pistol Fight 
With Town Citizens

LEONORE (Ill.) May 6.—One 
of the greatest man hunts In the 
history of Illinois narrowed tonight 
to the trails of three convicts 
whose escape with four others from 
the State penitentiary resulted In 
the death of a deputy warden and 
serious injuries to four others. 

Two of the convicts were pulled 
from underneath the hay in a barn 
today on the farm of John Rose, 
three-fourths of a mile northwest 
of here. Two others were captured 
last night after a pistol fight with 
Leonore citizens. 

Having dropped two of their 
number between Morris and Ottawa 
In their flight from Joliet in the 
automobile of Deputy Warden 
Peter M. Klein, whom they had 
slain, five of the escaped prisoners 
entered the village on foot. They 
had wrecked their automobile 
about four miles from here. 

Warned of their approach by a 
farmer whom they had held up 
and robbed, the residents of Leo- 
nore armed themselves and laid 
In wait. They chased them amid 
a shower of bullets to the out¬ 
skirts of the village, where they 
caught two. Bernardo Roa, badly 
wounded, was taken to a hospital, 
arid Robert. Torrez was lodged In 
jail. The three others escaped in 
the darkness. 

One of the miany posses scour¬ 
ing La Salle county today, includ¬ 
ing the wild wooded region along 
I ho Vermillion River, found Walter 
Staleska and Gregaria Bizo In the 
barn. The men showed little fight 
after their revolver failed to work. 

Charles Duschowski. one of the 
three to slip away in the night, 
was believed to have hidden on 
I he farm of William Schmidt and 
posses were dispatched to search 
for him. The two who left the 
automobile near Morris, Charles 
Spader and James B. Price, were 
believed to have boarded a freight 
train for Chicago.

Obfiously, pending develop¬ 
ments in the legislative situation 
no one is hurrying to submit the 
debt question to a vote in either 
house. 

If Congress is going to sit until 
some time in June, as it must if 
it is going to deal with the French 
debt, try Judge English and give 
full consideration to farm relief 
and other pending measures of 
large political significance, one sort 
of program will be adopted. If it 
is going to postpone for months 
the English impeachment, the 
‘chances* are that the Senators who 
are up for re-election, some other 
Senators as well, and most of the 
membership of the House will have 
their way and the legislative pro¬ 
gram will be cut to the bone in the 
Interests of early adjournment 
This may defer French debt rati¬ 
fication until next winter. 

The pressure for adjournment Is 
particularly noticeable in the Sen¬ 
ate.

TO PREVENT MARRIAGE 


Thousands of members of re¬ 
publican organizations, after hold¬ 
ing mass meetings, paraded 
through the streets singing repub¬ 
lican songs and protesting against 
reintroduction of "The Kaiser's 
Rag,’’ meaning the black, white 
and red merchants’ flag. 

The Socialists and Communist 
parties voted to introduce non- 
confidence motions in the Reich¬ 
stag and the Democrats and Cen¬ 
trists voted to censure the gov¬ 
ernment, even after the Cabinet 
had modified the flag decree, which 
President Von Hlndenburg signed 
late last night. 

The Cabinet countersign of the 
decree, it is believed here, may re¬ 
sult in withdrawal of its Demo¬ 
cratic members. 

The modified decree stipulates 
that both the flag of the republic 
and the merchant flag shall fly on 
German Embassies a,nd Consulates 
outside of Europe, but ortly in sea¬ 
ports in Europe, Including Ger- 
ma ny. 

The conflict dates back six years, 
both the merchant and republican 
flags being provided for in the 
constitution. It has been the 
practice, however, to fly only the 
republican flag and use of the 
merchants’ flag has been urged by 
the shipping interests, who assert 
the republican colors are virtual¬ 
ly unknown, hampering commerce. 

The Cabinet decree carries out 
the shipping interests’ wishes, but 
the left parties assert it is a veiled 
attempt to reinstate the colors of 
the monarchy.

"Dignity, hell I If I had my way 
I'd be doing research—oh, not 
this cold detached stuff of Gott¬ 
lieb hut really practical work- 
and then I’d have some fellow 
like Sondelius take my results and 
jam ’em down people’s throats, 
and I’d make them and their cat¬ 
tle and their tabby-cats healthy 
whether they wanted to be or not, 
that’s what I’d do!’' 

In this mood he read In his 
Minneapolis paper, between a half- 
column on the marriage of the 
light middleweight champion and 
three lines devoted to the lynch¬ 
ing of an I.W.W. agitator, the an¬ 
nouncement: 

Gustave Sondelius, well-known authority 
on oholera prevention, will give an address 
on "Heroes of Health* ’ at the .University 
summer school next Friday evening. 

He ran into the house gloating, 
"Lee I Sondelius going to leoture 
in Minneapolis. I’m going! Come 
oni We’ll hear him and have a bat 
and everything!” 

“No, you run down by yourself. 
Be fine for you to get away from 
the town and the family and me 
for a while. I’ll go down with you 
in the fall. Honestly. If I’m not 
In the way, maybe you can man¬ 
age to have a good long talk with 
Dr. Sondelius.” 

"Fat chance! The big city phy¬ 
sicians and the State health au¬ 
thorities will be standing around 
him ten deep. But I’m going.”

The prairie was hot, the wheat 
rattled In a weary breeze,, the day- 
coach was gritty with cinders. 
Martin was cramped by the hours 
of slow riding.

With him Martin watched the 
heroes of yellow fever, Reed, Agra- 
monte, Carroll, and Lazear; with 
him he landed In a Mexican port 
stilled with the plague and fam¬ 
ished beneath the virulent sun; 
with him rode up the mountain 
trails to a hill town rotted with 
typhus; with him, In crawling 
August, when babies were parched 
skeletons, fought an ice trust be¬ 
neath the gilt and blunted sword 
of the law. 

“That’s what I want to doi Not 
Just tinker at a lot of worn-out 
bodies but make a new world!”

If 
I could only manage to meet him

RIVERSIDE. May 7.—Delegates 
to the annual convention of the 
California Federation of Women’s 
Clubs learned today all about so- 
called. “yellow journalism.”

“The newspaper employs the 
finest writers to keep pace with the 
world’s news and most important 
events. In that category the papers 
have placed women's clubs and It 
is through the generosity of the 
papers that women’s clubs In South¬ 
ern California have advanced as 
they have and that we are able to 
cope with the big mesures of the 
day. , , 

"Withdraw that publicity and I 
wonder if you realize what would 
happen? Almost complete stagna¬ 
tion. And, right here I want to say 
that I would like to know where 
all of this so-called ‘yellow jour¬ 
nalism’ exists. The less Informed 
the speaker is the more she rants 
about yellow journalism. It seems 
to me a brand of ignorance. I 
don’t know any 'yellow' journals 
and I have had much to do with 
newspapers. To me the expression 
should be completely obliterated. It 
is about as ethical to call your 
newspaper 'yellow' as It would be 
to call your best friend yellow.

Miss Doris Catherine Farrell, ’2 6 
honor student, delivered the first 
address speaking on “Democracy 
and Higher Education.” She was 
followed by Edward Grover Chan¬ 
dler, another honor student and in¬ 
tercollegiate tennis champion who 
spoke on "The Pursuit of Happi¬ 
ness" 

Gdy. Richardson delivered the 
commissions to the university ca¬ 
dets. congratulating the university 
on the showing ma<Je by the ca¬ 
dets during the term just past. 

COMMISSIONS GIVEN 

Brig.-Gen. Todd, commanding 
officers of the Ninth Corps Area, 
with headquarters at the Presidio, 
delivered commissions as second 
lieutenants to ninety seniors who 
become officers in the United States 
Army Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

"I am informed that this*is the 
greatest number of commissions 
ever awarded at one time to Uni¬ 
versity of California.” said Gen. 
Todd. "The unlveisity is to be 
congratulated and I am sure the 
United States Army will be proud 
of these' men if they are ever called 
into active service. The danger of 
war is not entirely removed in 
spite of the dangerous sentiments 
of the pacifists and their hope for 
eternal peace.”

“May not the poet, or the school¬ 
teacher be as successful as the 
owner of a gold mine. or even a 
professional football player. If the 
dollar is the measure of success 
and the success of the individual 
is the important thing, perhaps 
the scholar is at a disadvantage, 
but if the comparison is based 
upon the Values of services ren¬ 
dered in behalf of the world and 
humanity, then the case of the 
scholar is not too hopeless.”

There were more than 1800 
members in the graduating class 
alone. Of this number. Bernard 
Greensfelder of San Francisco 
stood at the head of the list as 
the most distinguished scholar.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—The 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
and Joiners, an independent union 
of building workers, today laid be¬ 
fore the Mayor’s Conciliation Com¬ 
mittee of Supervisors a written 
statement declaring the true pur¬ 
pose of the carpenters’ strike in¬ 
stigated by, the United Brother¬ 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America was to force the Amalga¬ 
mated Society out of existence. 

“Building construction in San 
Francisco is being interrupted and 
the public is beiijg made to suffer 
because of a jurisdictional con¬ 
flict between two organizations of 
union carpenters,” said the state¬ 
ment. “As a matter of fact, while 
the public has heard only of con¬ 
flicts between striking union men 
and the nonunion men employed by 
the industrial association, a num¬ 
ber of the members of the Amalga¬ 
mated Union have been attacked 
and beaten, among them George 
Lewis, James Ogilvie and Robert 
Menzies. These attacks are being 
made, not by members of the car¬ 
penters’ union, but by professional 
sluggers brought here for the pur¬ 
pose from other cities. 

ORDERED TO QUIT UNION 

The present conflict between the 
Amalgamated and the Brother¬ 
hood dates back to 1924 when 
members of the Amalgamated, 
which had been affiliated with the 
Brotherhood, were ordered to 
leave their own union and join the 
brotherhood locals in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

"Members of the Amalgamated 
were not consulted before the pres¬ 
ent strike was called nor given op¬ 
portunity to co-operate. 

Norman H. McLean, secretary of 
the Bay Counties' District Council 
of Carpenters, members of which 
are on strike, said today that the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpen¬ 
ters and Joiners has no standing 
with the American Federation of 
Labor and that its members are 
regarded as nonunion men. 

Five nonunion carpenters were 
kidnaped from work by a gang 
of forty men in automobiles, but 
were brought back unmolested aft- 
ter they had been taken to union 
headquarters and had refused to 
"sign up.” The man who brought

WASHINGTON, May 12.—To 
meet the broadside of criticism 
fired from the floor of the House 
at the Haugen farm-relief bill, its 
sponsors agreed today on amend¬ 
ments to cut the iirice stabiliza¬ 
tion appropriation from $375,000.- 
000 to $175,000,000 and to impose 
immediately the equalization fee 
on sales of certain crops instead 
of deferring it two years.

Seven years is given 
as the maximum effective life for 
all classes of military explosives, 
with much of the more powerful 
chemical compounds being allotted 
a shorter span of safe existence.

"As a matter of fact, while 
the public hat heard only of con¬ 
flicts between striking union men 
and the nonunion men employed by 
the industrial association, a num¬ 
ber of the members of the Amalga¬ 
mated Union have been attacked 
and beaten, among them George 
Lewis, James Ogilvie and Robert 
Menzies. These attacks are being 
made, not by members of the car¬ 
penters’ union, but by professional 
sluggers brought here for the pur¬ 
pose from other cities. 


ORDERED TO QUIT UNION 

The present conflict between the 
Amalgamated and the Brother¬ 
hood dates back to 1924 when 
members of the Amalgamated, 
which had been affiliated with the 
Brotherhood, were ordered to 
leave their own union and join the 
brotherhood locals in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

"Members of the Amalgamated 
were not consulted before the pres¬ 
ent strike was called nor given op¬ 
portunity to co-operate. 

Norman H. McLean, secretary of 
the Bay Counties District Council 
of Carpenters, members of which 
are on strike, said today that the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpen¬ 
ters and Joiners has no standing 
with the American Federation of 
Labor and that its members are 
regarded as nonunion men. 

Five nonunion carpenters were 
Kidnaped from work by a gang 
of forty men in automobiles, but 
were brought back unmolested aft- 
ter they had been taken to union 
headquarters and had refused to 
"sign up.” The man who brought

I lem is Of real concern to the na¬ 
tion, the chamber pledged its ut- 
j most efforts in assisting the grower 
, out of his predicaments, at the 
(same time making clar it has no 
I desire to dictate to the industry as 
to its program:. 

"Agriculture is a business,” the 
resolution said, “and its problems, 
including production,, distribution 
and finance, are largely business 
problems by no means easy of so¬ 
lution—involving as they do widely 
different industries and localities. 

“Any help rendered must give 
1 due regard to the delicacy, intric- 
acy and wide variation of the is- 
: sues involved.” 

WANTS EARLY LAWS 
| Touching on western school 
lands, the organization recom- 
i mended that Congress immediate- 
| ly enact legislation “which will 
I give complete and final effect to 
1 its original intention." 

Other resolutions adopted in¬ 
dorsed the position of the Ameri¬ 
can government in refusing to 
recognize Soviet Russia; asked 
Chambers of Commerce of the 
country to assume the leadership 
in making examinations of all the 
proposed public expenditures in 
their localities, and thus promote 
thrift, locally and nationally, re¬ 
iterated opposition to proposals 
having for their object control of 
industries by governmental agen¬ 
cies referring to several measures 
in Congress to regulate and control 
the coal industry; opposed pro¬ 
posals for regional appointments 
to the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission and urged that legislation 
be enacted authorizing the use of 
government radio facilities where 
privately owned facilities are in¬ 
adequate.

' Pointing to the impetus already 
given to the nation by President 
Coolidge to seek a solution of the 
problem of ever-increasing local 
taxes, the speaker said: “If we do 
not promptly follow up the work 
that has been so well started by 
the President we may find that we 
have neglected our best chance for 
. constructive effort. There is dan¬ 
ger that we may so long delay 
vigorous action that the momen¬ 
tum of the President’s initiative 
may be lost-’’ 

Mr. Fortune's program included 
these recommendations; 

A crusade against waste in gov¬ 
ernment by applying the modern 
methods of business in local gov¬ 
ernment. 

Preventing the further multiply¬ 
ing of local taxing districts, by 
which a single community is bur¬ 
dened with a complexity of tax 
levies and permanent debts. 

Efforts to bring about co-ordi¬ 
nation of national and State taxa¬ 
tion systems to eliminate dupli¬ 
cation and inequities. 

Revamping of Antiquated sys¬ 
tems of administrative service in 
State, city, county and township 
governments. 

Establishment of a State central 
agency to inspect and supervise 
public officials with a. view to check 
against fraud and mistakes, and to 
give public officials helpful admin¬ 
istrative advice. 

Setting up of a supervisory sys¬ 
tem in the States, which would 
have the power to check local tax 
levies, bond issues and loans, with 
the proper safeguards for home 
rule. 

Setting up and carrying out of 
the right kind of a budget-—one 
that can be understood, and study 
of the budgets by the local cham¬ 
bers of commerce with a view to 
helpful suggestions for tax sav¬ 
ings. : 

Establishment of a system of 
public reporting that would give 
the public accurate information 
that would be helpful in determin¬ 
ing the need for and value of pro¬ 
posed public expenditures.

PEKING, May 13.—A Dew gov¬ 
ernment was set up in Peking to¬ 
day, a reconstitution of the Cabi¬ 
net of hr, W. W. Yen, which func¬ 
tioned in late 1924 before Mar¬ 
shal Feng Yu-Hsiang became a 
dominant figure in the capital. The. 
new Cabinet announced the Presi¬ 
dency vacant by virtue of the res¬ 
ignation of President Tsao Kun on 
the 1st inst. and that it would as¬ 
sume the functions of the chief 
executive. 

Although the new regime is 
without the status of a ruling Cab¬ 
inet, it is understood that it will 
operate as the executive with the 
consent of the military factions in 
actual control of the situation. 
Chief among the military authori¬ 
ties concerned are Marsshal Wu 
Pel-Fu, leader of the old Chihly 
party; Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, 
dictator of Manchuria, and Gen. 
Li Ching-Lin, risen to power 
through his command of the Mnn- 
ch urian-Shantung levies whose 
pressure caused the withdrawal of 
the national armies from the capi¬ 
tal. 

Dr. Yen has assumed for the 
tim-e being the posts of rPemier 
and Foreign Ministers, although 
the name ot" Alfred Sze has been 
Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, former 
Minister to Great Britain and the ! 
United States, becomes Minister of 
Finance, and Yang Wen-Kai, Min¬ 
ister of Commerce. 

The first Cabinet meeting was 
called by the Premier late today 
to issue declarations regarding the 
status and personnel of the non¬ 
government. 

The Yen regime represents a 
compromise between the political 
views of Marshals Wu and Chang, 
and it is likely that several shifts 
will b e - made later to conform to - 
changing political conditions.

The Southern Heavens 

for June Evenings 


By EDWARD SKINNER KING 
Professor of Astronomy at Harvard Observatory 

O NE of the most unique creations 
of the heavens may now be 
seen in the constellation Libra. 


It is the beautiful planet Saturn. 

Named in honor of the Latin deity 
, of agriculture and civilization, 
Saturn was the most distant planet 
known to the ancients. The outer 
planets, Uranus and Neptune, dis¬ 
covered in 17S1 and 1846, were the 
products of the telescope and mathe¬ 
matical analysis. Without the tele¬ 
scope we should never have learned 
the wonderful character of the sys¬ 
tem of Saturn. It is a microcosm, 
without' parallel within our knowl¬ 
edge, in the universe. If Jupiter with 
its moons exhibited to Galileo a 
miniature working model of the solar 
system, then Saturn with its 10 
satellites and three concentric rings 
presents an intermediate or perhaps 
an advanced stage of planetary evo¬ 
lution. 

The nearest approach to a similar 
ring formation is found in the belt 
of 3 000 planetoids encircling the sun 
in the region lying between Mars and 
Jupiter. This is a very good analogy, 
lor the Saturnian rings are composed 
of a swarm of particles, tiny satel¬ 
lites pursuing their individual orbits 
around the planet. There must be 
. myriads of them to give the solid ap¬ 
pearance seen in the telescope. They 
do not keep exact step, because act¬ 
ing according to the' laws of celestial 
mechanics the outside members of 
the procession go slowest. Indeed, 
the whole structure must be in a 
condition of flux, due to perturba¬ 
tions produced by the interaction of 
the .separate particles. 

The Ring-Sheet, 

The rings are beautifully placed 
for telescopic observation now. 
Sometimes, the thin ring-sheet be¬ 
comes invisible to us, when it is 
turned edgewise to the earth. This 
happens at intervals of 15 years, or 
half of the Saturnian year. The last 
occasion was in 1921. The outermost 
ring is expanded to a diameter of 
168,000 miles; the inner ring clears 
the surface of the planet by 10,- 
000 miles. The night sky on Saturn 
must be brilliant from these magnifi¬ 
cent rings and numerous moons 
which attend the planet. The il¬ 
lumination is probably greater than 
cared for by astronomers, if any 
could exist in that world. 

Saturn in itself is a giant planet. 
Its diameter is nine times that of 
the earth. The flattening at the poles 
is marked. Indeed, the difference 
between the equatorial and polar 
diameters is about .8000 miles, equal 
to the diameter of the earth. Although 
Saturn possesses 760 times the vol¬ 
ume o'f the earth, the ratio of its 
mass is only 95 times. Thus, it is 
very light. The density is one-eighth 
that of the earth or about five-sev¬ 
enths the density of water. We , can 
conceive of Saturn floating in water, 
if a sufficiently large pond could 
be provided. 

Rotation of Planet 

The rotation of the planet is rapid, 
giving a remarkably short day. Two 
of our days equal nearly five days 
in Saturn. Stranger still the period 
varies with the location. The temper¬ 
ate zones have a slightly longer day 
than the torrid zone. Evidently, what 
we determine as the diurnal rotation 
is combined with systematic drifts 
in the gaseous envelop of the planet. 
The climatic zones should be marked 
in character. Terrestrial seasons, as 
we know, are caused by a tip of 23% 
degrees of the earth’s axis to its 
orbit. Saturn's axis tips all of 27 
degrees, which should give pro-

An eclipse of the sun occurs on 
July, 9-10. As the moon at that time 
■will be nearly at its greatest distance 
from the earth, its shadow-cone will 
not quite reach the earth’s surface. 
Hence, the lunar disk will not cover 
the sun completely; a ring of sun¬ 
shine will be left shining. It is called 
an annular eclipse. The path of the 
annulus is entirely on the Pacific 
Ocean. The eclipse will be visible as 
a partial eclipse from northeastern 
Australia to southwestern North 
Being annular, it is of lit-

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Optimism for World Peace 
Noted by Dwight Morrow 

Increased Economic Interdependence Cited by 
French Attache to National Conference 


BRIARCLIFF MANOR, N. Y„ May 
14 (Special)—‘‘Despite the mine 
strike in England, the revolution in 
Poland, the currency problems of 
European nations and the troubles 
which beset Russia, there is sufficient 
reason to look out upon the world 
with a confident optimism,” Dwight 
W. Morrow of New York told the Na¬ 
tional Conference on International 
Problems and Relations in session 
here. 

Robert Lacour-Gayet, financial at- 
tachd of the French Embassy, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., paid a high com¬ 
pliment to the Carnegie Endowment 
tor its splendid service in advancing 
the cause of peace throughout the 
world. 

Commenting on the value of the 
forum method of talking over world 
problems, Mr. Lacour-Gayet said 
“Conferences, such as this, are be¬ 
coming more' and more indispensable. 

The time has come when it is im¬ 
possible for any nation to remain iso¬ 
lated, and a reciprocal knowledge of 
the problems which they must face is 
necessary in order that nations may 
together seek a common solution for 
their difficulties. It is more true in 
the economic world than anywhere 
else that the misfortune of the one 
has never meant good fortune for the 
other. 

Economic Factors 
“The war increased this economic 
interdependence and this solidarity 
which is one of the most characteris¬ 
tic traits of the present era. The 
United States, more than any other 
nation is forced to keep in touch with 
questions which interest the rest of 
the world. 

“America represents at the present 
moment the only financial power re¬ 
maining entirely intact after ttfe 
events which upset the world from 
1914 to 1918. She is interested in the 
definite restoration' of Europe not 
only because she has at her disposal 
immense forces, but also because 
she is creditor of most of the Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

“It is, therefore, at one time, to 
her interest and her duty to offer 
her help to the people whose re¬ 
sources are exhausted because of the 
war. The economic and financial col¬ 
laboration between the American 
continent and the European Conti¬ 
nent has thus become the indis¬ 
pensable condition for the re-estab¬ 
lishment of the economic equilibrium 
of the world. Without this definite 
restoration there is conceivable 
neither financial restoration nor a 
lasting peace between the nations.” 

French Debt Funding 
Speaking of the recent arrange¬ 
ments for the funding of the French 
debt, arrangements which have not 
yet been ratified by either of the 
contracting parties, the speaker 
said: 

"France has just given conclusive 
proof of her good will by settling, 
under condition with which you are 
familiar, her debt to the United 
States. She has thus put an end the 
only cause for misunderstanding 
which too often in the course of the 
last few years has obscured the 
\horizon between our two countries, 
linked by a traditional friendship 
which both wish eagerly to main¬ 
tain.” 

“It goes without saying that in 
promising to pay the United States 
annuities which increase rapidly from 
1930, France has taken account, in 
the valuation of her capacity to pay, 
of the sums which she is to receive 
from Germany. The French Govern¬ 
ment in signing pledges to pay to 
which it expects to remain faithful 
and which it wishes to execute 
scrupulously does not doubt that its i \ 
debtors will bear towards it in carry- ! 
ing out treaties and existing agree- ; (pi 
mcnts “-e same care and fulfillment, W 


as it irftends to bear toward its own 
creditors.” 

Mr. Lacour-Gayet then denied that 
the French people were rich and that 
they were trying to slip from under 
their economic responsibilities. The 
speaker particularly criticized cer¬ 
tain elements of the American press 
for spreading this type of propa¬ 
ganda against France. 

Balkan Optimism 

At a discussion on the Balkan and 
Danubian question, Adamantios Poly- 
zoides, editor of Atlantis, explained 
the new hope which seems to have 
been shared by a majority of the Bal¬ 
kan states. Referring to the good 
will that is now in evidence in that 
general area Mr. Polyzoides said: 

“It is something of a miracle to 
read in an Athens daily, a Bulgarian 
contribution on the necessity of bet¬ 
ter railroad communications between 
the two countries. It is just as sur¬ 
prising to see an Athenian news¬ 
paper man touring Bulgaria, while 
at the height of the Greco-Serbian 
controversy a Serbian football team 
was crowned with Olympian laurels 
after a brilliant victory against their 
Athenian opponents. 

“But the climax of all this is the 
news coming from Athens, that a 
group of Turkish University stu¬ 
dents on their return from Cairo to 
Constantinople, not only had made 
the pilgrimage to the Acropolis and 
the Parthenon, but they were wel¬ 
comed and feted by a group of their 
Greek colleagues. These, and other 
instances, are cited to illustrate the 
manner in which a new more friendly 
psychology has tended to radically 
change the face of the old Balkan 
country.” 

Summing up the reasons for his 
optimism with regard to southern 
and-eastern Europe Mr. Polyzoides 
said: 

“The large masses of people 
throughout the Balkans are nofv less 
eager for war than for the good 
things of life. The old die-hards who 
preach hatred are daily becoming an 
impotent minority. The spirit of live 
and let live has entered the Balkans. 

“And the best the rest of the 
world, and particularly America, can 
do toward this new orientation of 
the Balkans is to encourage those 
elements who think and act in terms 


strength of its chief opponents. Dur¬ 
ing the World War and immediately 
thereafter there seemed to be an im¬ 
mense stirring within the Muham¬ 
madan world. There were many at¬ 
tempts at achieving solidarity of po¬ 
litical purpose, for example, through 
the related but quite unlike and in 
some respects rival programs of 
Pan-Turkism and Pan-Islamism. 

“The Muhammadans gave the 
British some serious trouble in India. 
Egypt has passed through one of 
the most critical periods of her his¬ 
tory. The French have had constant 
trouble on the Syrian frontier, and 
Turkey, the most important political 
unit of the Muhammadan world, re¬ 
fused to sign the Treaty of Sevres, 
broke up the first Neat East Peace 
Conference at Lausanne, and at the 
second conference refused outright 
to continue the policy of the capitu¬ 
lations and the service upon the pre¬ 
war Ottoman debt.” 

Imperialism Debated 

Political imperialism received a 
new name at the round table con¬ 
ference on the international control 
of raw materials. There had been a 
lively discussion • on the economic 
and political expansion of certain 
European countries with regard to 
colonies. The general sense of the 
gathering was one of condemnation 
of the colonial policy. 

It was at this point, that Edwin E. 
Slosson of Washingtoii, D. C., took 
exception to the trend of the argu¬ 
ment. “Imperialism," he said, “is 
nothing more nor less than what our 
grandfathers called ‘gumption.’ ” 
Thereafter the discussion seemed to 
hinge around that particular word. 
It was felt by many of the delegates 
that -certain nations had too much 
“gumption” while many others did 
not seem to have enough. The prob¬ 
lem of .internationalism, as an 
nounced, was to distribute thi 
“gumption” with some fair degre 
proportion among the sevei^iJiP’ha' 
tions. 

Also, during this discussion, Great 
Britain’s rubber policy was vigor¬ 
ously assailed by some of the speak¬ 
ers, and just as vigorously defended 
by others. L. L. Summers, who is a 
member of the War Industries Board 
and chairman of the War Industries 
Board in Europe, came to the defense 
of Great Britain, while Benjamin 
Wallace of Washington, D. C„ was a 
vigorous critic of British policy. 


COUNCIL SEATS 
ISSUE TO FORE 


Spain, Brazil, and Cliina 
Again Urge Claims—Num¬ 
ber of Delegates Debated 


By Special Cable 

GENEVA, May 15—Viscount Cecil’s 
persistent efforts to defer the discus¬ 
sion of the political difficulties in the 
committee on the composition of the 
Council until the last moment were 
defeated yesterday, when the theo¬ 
retical ground was suddenly deserted 
and Sefior Palacios, the Spanish 
delegate, demanded the consideration 
of the justice of Spain’s claim to a 
permanent seat. This happened dur¬ 
ing the public discussion of Lord 
Cecil’s proposal to increase the num¬ 
ber of nonpermanent members to 
nine. 

Sefior Palacios’ example was im¬ 
mediately followed by Senhor Montar- 
royos, Brazil, and the Chinese dele- 

S Sefior Palacios used arguments 
which have become familiar; the 
greatness of Spain and its work for 
the League, its original reservation 
on joining the League. The Brazilian 
and Chinese delegates will outline 
their case today. Regarding the in¬ 
crease of the non-permanent mem¬ 
bers, Lord Cecil advocated 15 as an 
approximate final number. Vittorio 
Scialoja, Italy, put forward the diffi¬ 
culty of obtaining unanimity with 
large numbers ; ,f<(8d advocated 12 or 
possibly 13, while the Chinese dele¬

China Willing to Renounce 
Claim for Permanent Seat 

GENEVA, May 15 (IP )—China yes¬ 
terday officially announced that she 
will withadraw her demand for a 
permanent seat on the League of 
Nations Council on condition that 
Brazil, Spain and Poland, for other 
candidates, do likewise: 

This proposal, offered to the spe¬ 
cial commission studying reorgani¬ 
zation of the League Council, is ac¬ 
cepted as increasing the chances of 
the commission’s settling the crisis 
in the League satisfactorily. 

China also made her withdrawal 
contingent on the proviso that there 
be no increase in the number of per¬ 
manent seats on the .council beyond 
giving a place to Germany. 

M. Sokal, representative of Poland, 
made a speech ind’eating that his 
country also is willing to drop out 
of the race for a permanent seat. 
China’s conciliatory announcement, 
which in League circles is inter¬ 
preted as making it more difficult 
for Brazil and Spain to insist on per¬ 
manent seats, came after a brilliant 
speech by the Chiiyese delegate, Mr. 
Chu. He warned the world that 
China, with one-third the population 
of the Globe, is rapidly becoming a 
great military power.

FRENCH AND SPANISH 
MEET IN ADVANCE 


Plan Interrupted Last Winter 
Being Followed Up

TANGIER, May 15—-A meeting be¬ 
tween the Spanish forces, advancing 
south from Ajdir, and the French 
working north from Kiffane, which 
was interrupted last winter when 
the rains caused the abandonment of 
the allied scheme for the invasion 
of Riff, has again occurred, which 
seems to show that the original plan 
to squeeze the Riffs from the north, 
east and south against the western 
lines is being followed.

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The Southern Heavens 

for June L 


By EDWARD SKINNER KING 
Professor of Astronomy at Harvard Observat< 

O NE of the most unique creations closed by 
of the heavens may now be 
seen in the constellation Libra. 


It is the beautiful planet Saturn. 

Named in honor of the Latin deity 
.of agriculture and civilization, 
Saturn was the most distant planet 
known to the ancients. The outer 
planets, Uranus and Neptune, dis¬ 
covered in 1781 and 1846. were the 
products of the telescope and mathe¬ 
matical analysis. Without the tele¬ 
scope we should never have learned 
the wonderful character of the sys¬ 
tem of Saturn. It is a microcosm, 
without'parallel within our knowl¬ 
edge, in the universe. If Jupiter with 
its moons exhibited to Galileo a 
miniature working model of the solar 
system, then Saturn with its 10 
satellites and three conceptric rings 
presents an intermediate or perhaps 
an advanced stage of planetary evo¬ 
lution. 

The nearest, approach to a similar 
ring formation is found in the belt 
of 1000 planetoids encircling the sun 
in the region lying between Mars and 
Jupiter. This is a very good analogy, 

, tor the Saturnian rings are composed 
of a swarm of particles, tiny satel¬ 
lites pursuing their individual orbits 
around the planet. There must be 
. myriads of them to give the solid ap¬ 
pearance seen in the telescope. They 
do not keep exact s.t.ep, because act¬ 
ing according to the laws of celestial 
mechanics the outside members of 
the procession go slowest. Indeed, 
the whole structure must be in a 
condition of flux, due to perturba¬ 
tions produced by the interaction of 
the^separate particles. 

The Ring-Sliect 

The rings are beautifully placed 
for telescopic observation now. 
Sometimes, the thin ring-sheet be¬ 
comes invisible to us, when it is 
turned edgewise to the earth. This 
happens at intervals of 15 years, or 
half of the Saturnian year. The last 
occasion was in 1921. The outermost 
ring is expanded to a. diameter of 
168,000 miles; the inner ring clears 
the surface of the planet by 10,- 
000 miles. The night sky on Saturn 
must be brilliant from these magnifi¬ 
cent rings and numerous moons 
which attend the planet. The il¬ 
lumination is probably greater than 
cared for by astronomers, if any 
could exist in that world. 

Saturn in itself is a giant planet 
Its diameter is nine times that of 
the earth. The flattening at the poles 
is marked. Indeed, the difference 
between the equatorial and polar 
diameters is about .8000 miles, equal 
to the diameter of the earth. Although 
Saturn possesses 760 times the vol¬ 
ume o'f the earth, the ratio of its 
mass is only 95 times. Thus, it is 
very light. The density is one-eighth 
that of the earth or about five-sev¬ 
enths the density of water. We,can 
conceive of Saturn floating in water, 
if a sufficiently large pond could 
be provided. 

Rotation of Planet 
The rotation of the planet is rapid, 
giving a remarkably short day. Two 
of our days equal nearly five days 
in Saturn. Stranger still the period 
varies with the location. The temper¬ 
ate zones have a slightly longer day 
than the torrid zone. Evidently, what 
we determine as the diurnal rotation 
is combined with systematic drifts 
in the gaseous envelop of the planet. 
The climatic zones should be marked 
in character. Terrestrial seasons, as 
we know, are caused by a tip of 2314 
degrees of the earth’s axis to its 
orbit. Saturn's axis tips all of 27

MONEY ALLOTMENTS 
ON PARK ROADS GIVEN 


TOTAL OF $675,500 WILL BE 
SPENT ON YOSEMITE 
HIGHWAYS ALONE 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

WASHINGTON, . May 18._The 

National Park Bureau explained 
today that it contemplates a total 
expenditure of $675,500 for roads 
in Yosefnite National Park during 
the coming fiscal year. Of this 
total $1 00,000 cash has been al¬ 
lotted from the general road fund 
and contracts for new work cost¬ 
ing $250,000 additional will be 
made, while $326,000 wiil be paid 
out: on contracts made a year ago. 
The greater part of this money 
will be used in paving the, roads 
in the floor of the park and the 
approach road, to El Portal, where 
the park roads will Connect with 
the new State highway to be dedi¬ 
cated July 31, next. 

Five thousand dollars, half to 
be drawn from the funds of the 
Forestry Service and half from 
the park department, will be used 
in making a survey of the Big Oak 
Flat Road, which striker the main 
highway between KeysTbne and 
Sonora and enters the park at 
Crane, Flat ranger station. The 
survey will be made in order that 
lumber companies cutting near the 
right of way outside the park will 
be able to leave the timber along 
the road unmolested. 

By next season the two present 
roads into Lassen Volcanic Na¬ 
tional Park will be connected so 
the motorist on a northern tour 
will be able to swing in the south¬ 
west gate, around the base of Las¬ 
sen Peak and out the northwest¬ 
ern gate. 

Road work in Sequoia and Gen¬ 
eral Grant parks will comprise 
principally improving and surface 
ins the present roads. A purvey 
will be made of the proposed road 
to connect the two parks drrectiy. 
Gen. Grant Park will get $10,0.00 
and Sequoia wiil receive, j:»o,000 
for all road work.

ITALY EVOLVES 
NEW LABOR IDEA 


Fascism’s System Designed to 
Solve Class War 


Cabinet Approves Plan After 
Nearly Year’s Study 


Government to Control All 
Industrial Activities 


[BT CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS] 

ROME, May 18.—Fascism's sys¬ 
tem for the solution of class war. 
which is intended to soupd the 
death knell of the strike ami' lock¬ 
out, and which Premier Mussolini, 
considers one of the most im¬ 
portant of his government's con¬ 
tributions . to modern statecraft, 
■was approved today by the Cabinet 
after nearly a year’s study. 

The basic principle of the tre¬ 
mendously complicated system is 
the right and power of.the govern¬ 
ment to control directly, through 
the new Ministry of Corporations 
and the. . elaborate machinery of 
subsidiary organizations, the en¬ 
tire productive life of the nation. 

"The instruments of capital and 
labor, both manual and intellec¬ 
tual,” the Cabinet’s decision avers, 
“are ho longer opposed to the 
state and its essential organs, but 
are Inserted vitally into the state 
organism.” 

SUMMARY OF OUTLINE 
The document explaining the 
new' system which is to be applied 
to the industrial problem contains 
abofit 16,000 words. Its general 
outline may be summed up as fol¬ 
lows: 

First, Anti-Fascist labor employ¬ 
ers, unions and organizations will 
be deprived of their powers. 

Second, thirteen national asso¬ 
ciations. supplanting the old un¬ 
ions, including all classes of work¬ 
ers and employers, will be c.reated. 

Third, three national confedera¬ 
tions will be created for Liaison 
purposes. 

Fourth, an undetermined num¬ 
ber. of corporations are to be cre¬ 
ated as instruments of control by 
the ministry of corporations over 
the Association of Confederations. 

STATE WORKERS BANDED 

Fifth, State and public sendee 
workers will be banded in special 
types of associations. 

Sixth, all labor disputes must be 
submitted to compulsory arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Seventh, special courts for the 
settlement of labor disputes will be 
created, with an entirely new labor 
pode added to other legal codes 
providing for penalties, appeals, 
methods of handling jurors, quali¬ 
fications Of jurors and other mat¬ 
ters. 

Eighth, while setting up new 
machinery, for its purposes, the 
government reserves the abso¬ 
lutely.right to step in at any time 
"for the protection of national in¬ 
terests." 

ONIONS INTOLERABLE 

Explaining the system, spokes¬ 
men of the government pointed out 
that Fascism considered the na¬ 
tion’s productivity an essential 
part of Its patrimony, hence con¬ 
trol over productivity should be 
exercised by the government alone, 
a liberal trade union system cre¬ 
ating a State within a State, which 
was intolerable. 

Non-Italians will not be per¬ 
mitted membership, but will profit 
by collective labor contracts and 
pay dues. Special associations, 
with more restricted liberties, are 
provided for employees of the 
State administrative services, sav¬ 
ings banks, railways, and postal 
and telegraphic services. 

Since the system intends to con¬ 
trol the relations between labor 
and capital, all associations of 
non-producers will be dissolved: 
only laborers and employers will 
be permitted to belong to the Fas¬ 
cist associations, bur intermediary 
class, like small land holders, or 
renters, shopkeepers and ail per¬ 
sons who work or employ labor, 
even for short periods annually, 
will be given places in the asso¬ 
ciations.

Rainier Plant to Begin 
Distribution of 3.76 Per 
Cent Malt in Ten Days 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.— 
Manufacture of malt liquor with 
31.76 per cent alcoholic content, 
as authorized in the recent ruling 
of the prohibition department, is 
to commence in San Francisco im¬ 
mediately. 

Word was received today from 
Washington that a permit to brew 
the hew malt tonic has been grant¬ 
ed to the Rainier Brewing Com¬ 
pany of this city, a permission 
that has thus far been granted 
to only two other brewing compa¬ 
nies in the country, the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Company of St. 
Louie, and Pabst Company of Mil¬ 
waukee. 

Preparations for distribution of 
the tonic are .now under way at 
the local Rainier plant. Accord¬ 
ing to Louis Hemrich, president of 
the company, the first shipments 
will be available for the market 
within ten days. 

The tonic, however, may be a 
disappointment to those hoping for 
a beverage akin to the real beer 
of olden days. The new brew is 
a nut brown liquid, almost as dense 
as syrup and not the sort of bev¬ 
erage that can be taken by the 
schooner. 

Although it is prescribed as 
beneficial “for dyspepsia, indiges¬ 
tion, insomnia, coughs, nervousness” 
and kindred ailments, because of 
the tonic's density the user is like¬ 
ly to follow instructions on the 
label that it is 'to be taken by the 
tablespoonful. 

The tonic will be distributed ex¬ 
clusively through drug stores.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Or¬ 
ganized industry was praised to¬ 
night by Secretary Mellon as the 
secret o£ America’s prosperity, the 
key to future growth and the jus¬ 
tification of “big business” in an 
address delivered over the radio to 
the, convention, of the National 
Electric Light Association at At¬ 
lantic City. 

Appealing for a sympathetic at¬ 
titude toward business generally, 
Mr. Mellon declared pioneer con¬ 
ditions in industry have passed and 
"we can no longer count solely on 
our boundless resources, but just 
depend on the increasing efficiency 
of our industrial system.” 

s NOT NECESSARILY EVIL 

"Because business is big it is 
not necessarily a. menace,” the 
Treasury Secretary said, “the jus¬ 
tification for big business is that 
If serves the public more efficiently 
than many small businesses could 
in that particular line. Otherwise 
in a world of inexorable economic 
laws it would not long exist.” 

Higher wages and reduced costs 
Of products result from increased 
organization of industry, Mr. Mel¬ 
lon declared and "in the end w.e 
find that it pays to manufacture 
in. quantity and to make a larger 
volume of small profits. 

■ "This is the secret of our succesa 
in America. It is also the reason 
why much of the distrust, which 
formerly existed because of the size 
and supposed power of corporate 
organizations is wearing away as 
men understand better what these 
Organizations are and how greatly 
they contribute to our prosperity 
and our high standard of living. 
Corporations are no longer owned 
by a small number of individ¬ 
uals.’’ 

LAUDS COOLIDGE 

Criticising past "sporadic at¬ 
tempts to regulate and sometimes 
to cripple industrial expansion,” 
the Secretary declared "President 
Coolidge has pursued a clear, con¬ 
sistent :course and had made it 
plain that his administration will 
not interfere with legitimate busi¬ 
ness merely because it is big. but 
desires that business and industry 
conform strictly to the law.” 

“It is not improbable," he said, 
“that in time the spread of indus¬ 
trial development will eliminate the 
clash of economic interests along 
geographical lines and that class 
antagonisms also will disappear as 
we find that our best interests are 
s.erved not by fighting each other, 
but by working together to build 
yp a prosperity in which every¬ 
one can share.”

WOMAN SHOOTS SELF 
AFTER MARITAL ROW

ATLANTIC CITT, May 19.—The 
fight of medical science against 
cancer must be waged largely 
through education of the general 
public' and elimination of the 
quack doctor and his harmful rem¬ 
edies, DT. Francis Carter Wood 
told delegates attending the third 
session of the American Health 
Congress here today. 

Results from use of radium and 
X-ray he declared to he "disap¬ 
pointing in comparison with the 
early and unlustiflable optimism 
with which the first reports were 
colored,” but said progress in 
technique should insure great im¬ 
provement in the curative effects 
of those two agents within the next 
ten years. 

The, cancer situation was de¬ 
scribed as very unsatisfactory by 
Dr. Wood, who is director of the 
Institute of Cancer Research at Co¬ 
lumbia -University. He held out 
hope for the future, however, in 
that present methods for cure have 
not been exhausted. 

Ignorance and indifference of 
tire public toward the diagnosis 
and treatment of cancer; lack of 
prompt co-operation between the 
general practitioner and the spe¬ 
cialist, "who alone can treat can¬ 
cer,” and “the extraordinary de¬ 
velopment of the cancer quaes 
who diverts many of the early and 
curable cases from taking proper 
steps,” were three reasons given 
by the doctor for the slight, prog¬ 
ress made. He believed the death 
rate would fall one-half if physi¬ 
cians were possessed of the neces¬ 
sary Information to enable a diag¬ 
nosis In the early stages, and the 
patient given the best of treat¬ 
ment. 

All the “quacks” fall into in¬ 
significance when compared to the 
one who treats cancer through a 
desire to make money. Dr. Wood 
said. “Strange that people can¬ 
not realize.” ho added “that when 
a physician discovers a cure for 
cancer which permanently cures 
the disease, that individual could 
become, if be so desired, rich be¬ 
yond all human desire, both in 
money and fame, without any ad¬ 
vertising or publicity, without any 
falsified testimonials or misquota¬ 
tion? In pamphlet or press.” 

. Not until the public is educated 
to the symptoms, cause and treat¬ 
ment of cancer can the medical 
profession satisfactorily combat 
the disease, according to Dr. Wood. 

“We may find fifty stable 
morons who never get into trouble 
In the same community where we 
find one unstable moron that gets 
Into trouble.” Dr. Charles Bern¬ 
stein, superintendent of the Rome 
State School at Rome, N. Y., said 
in another .address. 

"These stable morons would con¬ 
sist principally of those who have 
parents, relatives or close, friends 
to give them a home and help 
supervise them and, too, they have 
j had In early life the good advice, 
training and influence of -those who 
practiced good habits of life and 
instilled in the moron like good 
habits of life. 

“The unstable, troublesome 
moron almost Invariably is one 
who has come from a bad family 
with bad habits of life. Iiater in 
life, when thrown on their own re- 
| sources, children of such homes 
practice the same irregular habits 
of life outside the home, and this 
brings them into conflict with so¬ 
ciety and the law.” 

Describing important studies 
along this line that have been 
mad© in the last twenty years. Dr. 
Bernstein held that the feeble¬ 
minded are great imitators and, 
to a great extent, later in life 
practice almost wholly according 
to habit.

“At present we are witnessing the 
result of several generations of ex¬ 
perimenting with feeding babies,” 
she said. "Scrawny little women, 
undersized men abound today be¬ 
cause of bad or insufficient feed¬ 
ing. It will take a generation or 
two altogether to counteract their 
influence and the influence of their 
children.” 

"The gain of an inch in height

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Ap¬ 
pearing today before a subcom¬ 
mittee of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs. W. L. Barlow, 
representing the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, and Gen. 
George Woods, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, 
advocated favorable action by the 
House of Representatives on the 
bill, already passed by the Sen¬ 
ate, authorizing the sale of ICO 
acres of the Sawtelle Soldiers’ 
Home reservation to the county of 
Los Angeles for riot less than 
$1,000,000. to be added to the 
campus of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Southern Branch. 

Representative Swing, who also 
appeared, interposed objection to 
the sale on the ground that if this 
land should be sold the city of Los 
Angeles would grow out and sur¬ 
round the Soldiers’ Home and ho 
disliked the prospect of disabled 
veterans finding themselves sur¬ 
rounded in time with “tenements 
and other undesirable dwellings.” 
The subcommittee gave no indica¬ 
tion of its conclusions after hear¬ 
ing the matter argued pro a.nd con, 
but will report to the full com¬ 
mittee and the full committee is 
expected to report to the House 
next week. 

NEED NEW BARRACKS 

Gen. Woods stated that the board 
of managers of the Soldiers’ Home 
at their March meeting had gone 
into the matter thoroughly and 
concluded that the sale of 16(*4 
acres was desirable, not alone 
because the Home does not need 
the land, but more particularly the 
$1,0 00,000 dr more that could be 
realized from the sale would be 
ample to erect new barracks suf¬ 
ficient to take care of the surplus 
of men now at the Sawtelle Home. 

Although the Sawtelle Home was 
designed to care for 1920 men, 
Gen Woods stated that there are 
now 2316 disabled veterans at the 
institution and many of them, nat¬ 
urally, are not properly housed. 
The last Congress, he recalled, had 
appropriated $1,500,000 for this 
home on assurance that that would 
be all that would he asked of the 
Federal government. Today there 
ts need for upward of $500,000 to 
provide accommodations for the 
400 men now without adequate 
quarters, he said. If the surplus 
land can be sold, the proceeds 
will more than provide the iriuch- 
needed additional quarters. Gen. 
Woods understood, he said, that 
Congress was not in a mood to 
make a further appropriation for 
the Sawtelle Home, a statement to 
which Representative Swing took 
violent exception. In fact, he ad¬ 
vised Geti: Woods not to repeat 
the declaration, as he considered 
it a reflection on Congress. 

“I, for one,’’ said Swing, with 
his usual pomposity, “would he 
heartily in favor of making an ad¬ 
ditional appropriation.” 

DENIES OPPOSITION 

Representative Free refuted _ 
statement by Congressman Swing 
that the president of the University 
of California and the regents of the 
university did not want this bill 
to pass. Mr, Free introduced a 
telegram from president Campbell 
of the university stating their po¬ 
sition to be that while they had 
no present intention of establish¬ 
ing a college of agriculture in con¬ 
nection with the southern branch 
of. the university, that the need 
might arise in the future, and if 
was very desirable that the Sol¬ 
diers’ Home land be acquired so 
that it might be available when 
needed. Mr. Free stated further 
that in a conference yesterday 
with Garrett W. McErnerny of San 
Francisco, a regent of the univer¬ 
sity, Mr. McErnerny had stated 
that this was the position of the 
regents of the university. 

Mr. Swing went back to the at¬ 
tack and said he opposed the cut¬ 
ting down of the reservation on the 
patriotic ground that the land had 
been donated for'the benefit of for¬ 
mer soldiers and he expected to 
see the time when the entire area 
would be needed so that the “boys” 
would not be crowded for space or 
for air. 

FEARS CRAMPING 
Mr. Swing denied that his oppo¬ 
sition to the bill was due to the 
request of Riverside interests who 
feared the establishment of an ag¬ 
ricultural school at the southern 
branch would hurt_ the farm ex¬ 
perimental station at Riverside. 
His interest, Mr. Swing asserted, 
was that the veterans should not 
he deprived of their spacious 
grounds and hemmed in by the 
tenements ard apartments of the 
ever-approaching city of Los An¬ 
geles. Gen. Woods later stated 
that the board of diredtSfs had 
reached the conclusion that 300 
acres was the extreme sizb for the 
grounds of a soldiers’ home if it 
is to he well managed and that 
the— would in the future recom¬ 
mend this. He had previously said 
that the present acreage of the 
Sawtelle home is 67 5 acres. 412 of 
which is used for farming and that 
the change in the sewage system 
and consequent lack of water for 
irrigation would make it unprofit- ' 
able tet continue this farming. The 
contemplated sale, if carried out. 
would still leave 515 acres for the 
veterans and provide them with 
new accommodations.

Complying with Mayor George E. 
Cryer’s orders for a municipal bud¬ 
get that will come within the esti¬ 
mated income of the city, the. heads 
of the five largest city departments 
have reduced their estimates by 
$6,364,513, according to tabulations 
by Roy A. Knox, director of budget 
and efficiency. 

The., sum of $2,89S,121 has been 
lopped off city engineering depart¬ 
ment; $1,561,00.1 off the fire depart¬ 
ment; $1,144,347 off the police de¬ 
partment; $559,390 off the building 
and safety department, and $201,654 
off the health department . esti¬ 
mates. 

The cuts will result in the dismis¬ 
sal of 746 employees in these five 
departments—339 in the engineer¬ 
ing department; 360 in the police 
department; thirty-eight in the 
health department and nine in the 
building and safety department. 

Fire Chief Scott pointed out that 
he has reduced hjs estimates with¬ 
out a single reduction In personnel. 
His retrenchment will he in sup¬ 
plies, materials and equipment, fire¬ 
house sites and new buildings. 

The budget as prepared by Mayor 
Cryer. will be submitted to the City 
Council about June 1, according to 
Director Knox. The council then

Baby Barbara was in the arms of 
her family in San Francisco and 
having a time like she’s never had 
before in her three years. 

Found by The Examiner at the 
Pickwick stage depot here Thurs¬ 
day night, the child was taken north 
yesterday and delivered to her 
grandparents and father at San 
I uis Obispo. They went right on 
the stage to San Francisco and Baby 
Barbara found herself the object of 
so much affection, kissing and hug¬ 
ging that she just, broke down and 
cried. , 

Local police said they had no 
trace of the mysterious woman who 
left the babe at the stage terminal 
but were co-operating with the San 
Francisco officers in running down 
clues.

International Motion Pictures 
From King’s Bay of Byrd and 
Amundsen En Route Westward 


NEW YORK, May 28.—(By Uni¬ 
versal Service.) — International 
Newsreel received today on the 
steamship Berengaria the first ac¬ 
tual motion arid still pictures of the 
flight of Commander Byrd from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, to the 
North Pole and return, and of the 
departure from Kings Bay to Tel¬ 
ler, Alaska, of Roald Amundsen, to¬ 
gether with incidental scenes 6f 
these great epics of history. Be¬ 
fore nightfall the motion pictures of 
these wonderful achievements were 
being shown at leading theaters on 
Broadway. 

Meantime, motion and still pic¬ 
tures of Amundsen’s arrival at Tel¬ 
ler, Alaska, and of scenes of his 
polar flight had reached Seattle late 
Thursday evening, and tonight were 
being shown at theaters in points on 
the Pacific Coast. Prints of these 
pictures were rushed East by air¬ 
plane, while other airplanes from 
New York carried westward prints 
of the picture that had arrived in 
New York on the Berengaria. 

Thus was consummated success¬ 
fully one of the most amazing ex¬ 
ploits of History. Three weeks and 
three days after Byrd and Amund¬ 
sen hopped.off from Spitzbergen for 
the Pole, International Newsreel 
showed thrilling motion pictures of 
their flights to the public. When 
Peary made his dash to the North 
Pole in 1909, five months elapsed 
before the world even knew of his 
great achievement. 

When the Berengaria arrived at 
quarantine today, a score of Inter¬ 
national Newsreel representatives 
met the steamer at quarantine. The 
previous films were taken off and 
placed first aboard a tug that was 
able to draw alongside the big liner, 
then transferred to a motor launch 
which was able to approach a sea¬ 
plane, which, with the films aboard, 
quickly took off and covered the 
distance to the East River at the 
foot of Broadway, Long Island, in 
short order. The films were then 
taken by automobile, under police 
escort, to International Newsreel’s 
laboratories, arriving there seven¬ 
teen minutes after the Berengaria 
reached quarantine. As rapidly as 
they were made, prints were dis¬ 
tributed by motorcycle to leading 
theaters in New Y r ork and bjr air¬ 
plane to points throughout the 
country. 

The trip of the films from King’s 
Bay to the Berengaria at South¬ 
hampton was thrilling in the ex-

The pictures of ommander 
Byrd’s flight from King's Bay to 
tlie pole and return had already 
been made. Then came Amundsen's 
unexpected .hop-off for the pole, 
which was photographed, together 
with all the spectacular scenes at¬ 
tending it. All of these precious 
films were then rushed by Interna¬ 
tional Newsreel to the Norwegian 
gunboat Heimdal, which made a 
record run to Tromso, Norway. 
From there they were dispatched by 
airplane to Stockholm via Narviek. 
At Stockholm they were delivered to 
George A. Allison, International 
Newsreel's European manager, who 
had flown from London to receive 
them. The Norwegian Aero Club ar¬ 
ranged for an all-metal plane which 
flew Allison with the films to 
Malmo, thence to Copenhagen, to 
Hamburg and Amsterdam. Allison 
then took a specially chartered 
British plane to Southampton 
where the films were placed aboard 
the Berengaria. 

The sensational trip of the films 
of Amundsen’s arrival at Teller, 
Alaska, was told in dispatches 
from Seattle yesterday. More than 
a dozen airplanes were used in the 
long and perilous flight from Teller 
to Nome, to Fairbanks, to Dawson 
to White Horse and to Skagway! 
across the Alaskan mountain range 
with its towering peaks. At Skag- 
way they were placed aboard the 
steamer Princess May en route from 
Juneau to Vancouver. 


Federal prohibition agents assert 
they bought “good, old-fashioned 
German beer” aboard the German 
man-o'-war Hamburg, now in Los 
Angeles Harbor.

Thank 
you.” 

DEPARTS FOR SOME TEA 

“Now about the beer. Captain—” 
“Oh, thank you, thank you. Good 
entertainment, nice people. Thank 
you again. Goodby, goodby. Have 1 
nothing else to say.” 

And the captain departed for some 
tea. 

Meanwhile, at the Government j 
offices here, it was said the “mat- j 
ter has been put up to the State j 
Department at Washington for de¬ 
cision.” ’ 

United States Attorney S. W. Mc- 
Nabb was furnished with a’ report 
of the alleged buying of beer by 
American citizens on the Hamburg 
and he sent it to Washington. A 
wire from Attorney General Sar¬ 
gent announced that it was “up to 
the State Department.” 

‘PRIVATE’ CANTEEN 

Following receipt of Mr. Sar¬ 
gent's message, both Federal prose¬ 
cutor and prohibition officials here 
stated that they would take no ac¬ 
tion in the case. 

An officer on the warship said 
yesterday that if any beer has been 
sold it was from the canteen, oper¬ 
ated by a private citizen of Ger¬ 
many under a concession from the 
government. The concessionaire, 
the officer said, is a war veteran 
and has been operating the Ham¬ 
burg’s canteen for ten years. 

As far as serving liquor on the 
ship, he added, those in command 
felt the Hamburg was “privileged” 
exactly as foreign embassies, and 
that was the unofficial opinion here 
around the Federal Building. 

Thousands of interested visitors 
have boarded the vessel since it 
dropped anchor in the harbor on 
May 17. And it was said yesterday 
that the canteen has done a land 
office business -with real beer at 
$1 a bottle. 

The Hamburg Is scheduled to 
leave today for San Francisco, en 
route to the Orient. 

The “floating bar” was reported 
to be closed yesterday by several 
Federal agents who again visited 
the ship.

Three attempts to fire the studios 
of the Century Film Corporation, 
Gower street and Sunset boulevard, 
have been made - since Thursday 
afternoon, according to a police re¬ 
port.

'DEMOCRACY’S 

SUPPORT URGED 


McAdoo Tells Flaws in Other 
Forms of Government 


Declares Bureaucracies Can't 
be Eliminated 


Addresses Co-operative Club 
International 


[BY A. J>. NIGHT WIRE) 

DES MOINES (Iowa) May 25.— 
It is true that democracy has its 
weaknesses, but until its critics can 
demonstrate that autocracy, aristo¬ 
cracy, Communism or Socialism 
have overcome their tragic failures 
to conserve human liberty and hap¬ 
piness, It is the part of wisdom to 
hold fast to that which has proven 
good, declared William G. McAdoo 
before the Co-operative Club In¬ 
ternational here, tonight. 

“When under these other forms 
of government the people suffer,” 
he said, "there is no recourse save 
revolution, but under our form of 
government if they suffer it is be¬ 
cause of neglect of their own in¬ 
terests. 

PEOPLE HAVE WEAPON 

"If democracy is on the defen¬ 
sive in America, it is because the 
people fail in their manifest duties. 
They have a weapon to destroy 
injustices, to preserve liberty and 
to enforce equality before the law 
—the mighty weapon of suffrage.” 

Speaking on "State Rights and 
the Jefferson Idea,” Mr. McAdoo 
said it is deceiving to imagine that, 
by abolishing governmental agen¬ 
cies, the rights of the people would 
be delivered from the keeping of 
great organizations of clerks and 
secretaries and department heads 
and left secure in their own serene 
strength. 

"We shall simply be transfer¬ 
ring them from a governmental 
bureaucracy employed by the peo¬ 
ple to a host of private bureaucra¬ 
cies employed by the corpora¬ 
tions,” ho said, "for in the bad 
sense, as in the good sense, every 
great modern corporation has a 
tendency to be a bureaucracy just 
as the government has. 

FLY TO CONSTITUTION 

“These people are not interest¬ 
ed in State rights because they 
honestly desire to see the powers of 
the State governments protected or 
extended. The best proof of this 
is that when the States act to con¬ 
trol them they fly for refuge to 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution, which gives the Fed¬ 
eral Supreme Court authority to set 
aside regulatory legislation.”

MOSCOW, May 25.—James N. 
Rosenberg, vice-chairman of the 
Jewish joint distribution committee 
of the United States, after an ex- 
tensvie trip through the Ukrain¬ 
ian and Crimean Jewish coloniza¬ 
tion areas, said today that Ameri¬ 
can relief was aiding largely to 
solve the baffling ghetto problem 
by withdrawing Jews from unpro¬ 
ductive town pursuits arid trans¬ 
ferring them to modern, well- 
equipped farms. 

"The former Russian govern¬ 
ment,” said Mr. Rosenberg, "herd¬ 
ed the Jews in ghettos, permitting 
practically no occupation for them 
except as small traders or as un¬ 
skilled workers. Hence their ruin 
in the present-day Russian struc¬ 
ture. The soviet government, 
however, without discrimination, 
encourages Jews equally with non- 
Jews to settle the land, thus 50,000 
already have settled over 500,000 
acres granted them by the govern¬ 
ment. These Jews are tilling the 
soil like their forefathers 2000 
years ago. The only difference is 
that they use American, tractors 
furnished by American Jews. 

"The same tractors also plow the 
land of non-Jew neighbors, thus 
promoting friendly relations. Con- J 
ferenees I have had with soviet j 
officials have convinced' me that the j 
soviet government is giving the 1 
Jewish farmer a fair chance with 
the rest.”

His amendment, however, was re¬ 
jected by a vote of 2020 to 1084 
immediately afterward the com¬ 
promise resolution which had been 
offered by Rev. J. W. Brougher 
Oakland,. Cal., was adopted by a 
rising vote and without a count. 

The text of the Brougher resolu 
tlon follows: 

“ The Northern Baptist conven¬ 
tion recognizes its constituency as 
consisting solely of those Baptist 
churches In which the immersion 
or believers is recognized and 
practiced as the only spiritual bap¬ 
tism; and the convention hereby 
declares that only immersed mem¬ 
bers will be recognized as dele¬ 
gates to the convention.” 

RESULT OF CONFERENCES 
Dr. Riley sought to have the 
resolution worded thus: 

“The Northern Baptist conven¬ 
tion recognizes Us constituency as 
consisting solely of those Baptist 
churches in which the immersion 
of believers is recognized as prac¬ 
ticed as a prerequisite to member¬ 
ship.” 




The Seattle amendment which 
was tabled read: 

“A Baptist church, as defined 
for the purposes of these by-laws, 
is one accepting the New Testament 
as its guide and composed only of 
baptized believers, baptism being 
by immersion.” 

In offering his resolution. Dr. 
Brougher said it was the result of 
a conference held in Chicago in 
April by a group ef Baptist lay¬ 
men and ministers who sought a 
basis for harmony. 

Speakers during the two hours’ 
on the resolution included Rev. 
John Roach Stratton and the Rev. 
Frank M. Goodchild, both of New 
York, who as fundamentalists, op¬ 
posed tlie Brougher resolution, and 
Rev. A. W. Beaven, Rochester, N. 
Y., and Rev, J. C. Masse, Boston 
who supported it. 

The discussion on the Immer¬ 
sion question was marked on the 
whole by good temper on both 
sides. Advocates of the compro¬ 
mise were greeted with applause 
as they argued their point,, wfiile 
Dr. Straton and other funda¬ 
mentalists were cheered, especially 
when Dr. Straton declared that 
“there was too much oil in the 
Northern Baptist church.” 

ENDS CONTROVERSY 
■While the course of the funda¬ 
mentalists could not he forecast, 
it was believed by representative 
leaders that the action taken by 
the convention put an end. for 
the present at least, to any ex¬ 
pression of extreme views by ei¬ 
ther tlie fundamentalists or mod¬ 
ernists — and made improbable 
further action on the controversy.

to Pioneers 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
LONGVIEW (Wash.) May 26.— 
Although it took commercial de¬ 
velopment 112 years to move fifty- 
four miles up the Columbia River 
from Astoria, Or., to Longview, 
Wash., these cities will, on the 
same day, July 22, next, com¬ 
memorate their founding under a 
combination program. 

Astoria 1811—Longview 1923. 

So reads the record in the pages 
of history. 

Development loitered a century, 
but the dedicating party will pass 
over the route in less than two 
hours by special train and auto¬ 
mobile. 

During the forenoon the Colum¬ 
bia River Historical Expedition, 
starting from Chicago July 15 in 
a special train over the Great 
Northern Railway, will dedicate 
the Astor column at Astoria. In 
the afternoon the same party will 
perform a like service at the Pio¬ 
neers’ Bridge in Longview, and 
also dedicate a marker at the head 
of Olympia Way, presented by the 
Ktwanis Club of Olympia, capital 
of the State. 

The Astor column honors Capt. 
Robert Gray, discoverer of the Col¬ 
umbia River in 1792; Lewis and 
Clark expedition in 1805-06, and 
the founding of Astoria in 1811. 

The Pioneers’ Bridge at Long¬ 
view honors early settlers who 
dwelNand wrought at Montlcello, 
the historic old village that stood 
on the west side of the Cowlitz 
River where the bridge crosses. 
Olympia Way honors the pioneers 
who passed through Monticello on 
their journey to Puget Sound. As¬ 
toria was founded for the fur 
trade; Longview for luniber. 

John Jacob Astor sent the Astor 
party; R. A. Long of Kansas City, 
sent the Long-Bell party. Both 
were commercial ventures, seeking 
a base of operations in a distant 
land. Both had a profound effect 
on development in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Washington Irving, in "Astoria,” 
describes the visit of a party from 
the Astor post in 1811 to the site 
of Longview. Mount Coffin, 
named because it was a burial 
place of Indians, is just below the 
Long-Bell mill, is now owned by 
a sand and gravel company, and 
is being slowly dug away and used 
in paving and building. The Cow¬ 
litz River was called the Cow- 
leskee. 

Longview, named in honor of its 
founder, has grown to be a city of 
11,009, and a better connection 
with the Pacific Highway over the 
Cowlitz River was needed for auto 
traffic. The Pioneers’ bridge is the 
key to the project. 

The Astor column, the Olympia 
Way marker and the Pioneers’ 
Bridge each represents the spirit of 
its day; the column for the fur 
trader who came by sea, the mark¬ 
er for the wagon train settler, and 
the bridge for the auto tourist. The 
first two played a great part in the 
development of the Pacific North¬ 
west, but the last is emblematic of 
even greater things. 

The Longview vicinity throbs 
wfth history. Lieut. W. J. Brough¬ 
ton, of Capt. George Vancouver’s 
exploring party, visited here in 
1792 after having learned of the 
river’s discovery by Gray; Novem¬ 
ber 6 . 1805, Lewis and Clark 
camped within a stone’s throw of 
the Pioneers’ Bridge; and in the 
’30’s grew up the village of Monti- 
cello, famed in Washington annals. 
Here the pioneers of the Old Ore¬ 
gon Trail visited on their way to 
Puget Sound, and here in 1862 a 
band of free-thinking men held a 
convention and petitioned Congress 
to create a Territory out of old 
Oregon, which resulted finally in 
the Territory, later the State of 
Washington. 

Some of those who remember the 
historic convention were living 
here when Wesley Vandercook led 
a party into this vicinity seeking a 
site for the operations of the Long- 
Bell Company, He found what he 
sought; timber in vast quantity, 
and transportation both by land 
and by water, as well as a great, 
undeveloped region that might sup¬ 
port a large city later on. 

The Long-Bell Lumber Company 
after many years in the South faced 
depletion of its timber supply. 
Leaders decided rather than liquid

RESECT OF CONFERENCES 
Dr. Riley sought to have the 
resolution worded thus: 

The Northern Baptist conven¬ 
tion recognizes its constituency as 
consisting solely of those Baptist 
Churches in which the immersion 
of believers is recognized as prac¬ 
ticed as a prerequisite to member¬ 
ship.” 

The Seattle amendment which 
was tabled read: 

"A Baptist church, as defined 
for the purposes of these by-laws, 
is one accepting the New Testament 
as its guide and composed only of 
baptized believers, baptism being 
by immersion.” 

In offering his resolution. Df. 
Brougher said it was the result of 
a conference held in Chicago in 
April by a group ef Baptist lay¬ 
men and ministers who sought a 
basis for harmony. 

Speakers during the two hours’ 
on the resolution included Rev. 
■John Roach Stratton and the Rev. 
Frank M. Goodchild, both of New 
York, who as fundamentalists, op¬ 
posed the Brougher resolution, and 
Rev. A. W. Beaven, Rochester.

Peace for 500,000 Workers j 
Seen in Printing Trade Pack 

British Agreement Ends “Lightning Strikes,” 
Which Have Disorganized Industry for Years

LONDON, May 29—Peace for more 
*> than 500,000 workers in 5000 firms in 
the allied printing trades in the Brit¬ 
ish Isles through the ending of 
“lightning strikes’’ an evil by which 
the industry has been sporadically 
paralyzed for years, is seen in the 
agreement signed on Thursday after¬ 
noon by the official representatives 
on behalf of the Federation of Mas¬ 
ter Printers of Great Britain and Ire- 
’ land, the Newspaper Society, the 
"Master Bookbinders Association, (em¬ 
ployers) and the Priting and Kin¬ 
dred Trades Federation (employees), 
including 12 national trade unions. 

The latter are the London Society 
of Compositors; the Printing Ma¬ 
chine Managers’ Trade Society; the 
Association of Correctors of the 
Press; the National Society of Elee- 
trotypers and Stereotypers; the Na¬ 
tional Society of Operative Printers 
and Assistants; the National Union 
of Printing, Bookbinding, Machine 
Ruling and Paper Workers; the 
Amalgamated Typefounders’ Trade 
Society; the Society of Litho Artists, 
Designers, Engravers, and Process 
Workers; the Typographical Associ¬ 
ation; the Amalgamated Society of 
Lithographic Printers; the Society 
of Women Employed in Bookbinding 
and Printing Trades, and the Na¬ 
tional Union of Jourinalists. 

Basis of Settlement 
The basis of the settlement puts 
both sides solely on their honor to 
observe the sanctity of contracts and 
13 articles embody the terms which 
for three weeks have been the sub¬ 
jects of discussion at 10 Old Bailey, 
between the employers' wage basis 
committee, composed of the members 
from each county, and representatives 
of the various trade unions empow¬ 
ered to sign the agreement. The new 
compact, Labor leaders say, will be 
approved by the rank and file, but 
must be formally ratified by the 
unions. Since the collapse of the 
general strike the Allied Printing 
Trades have been working under 
temporary agreements. 

Sir William Waterlow, one of the 
negotiators for peace, is a member of 
the firm of Waterlow & Sons, printers 
of British National Treasury notes. 

According to the terms all agree¬ 
ments between the parties in ex¬ 
istence prior to May 1 remain in 
force. The employers’ organizations 
v ill recom-end that their members 
give preference in re-organizing tc 
ex-employee 3 who left work during 
the strike “as and when required.” 
This means, contrary to the railways’ 
procedure, that inefficients and 
troublemakers will not be reinstated. 

Such a stoppage as occurred at the 
Daily Mail will be no longer possible, 
as the trade unions agree that “there 
shall be no interference with the 
contents of any newspaper, period¬ 
ical, or other matter printed or pub¬ 
lished by the members of the em¬ 
ployers’ organizations.” It is re¬ 
ported that the union leader who 
precipitated the Daily Mail walkout 
frankly admitted that’ it was a 
"colossal blunder in which I had a 
big part.” 

The agreement further provides 
that "no union chapel meetings 
shall be held during working 
hours,’’ and that there shall be no 
interference with recognized ap¬ 
prentices in any trade dispute. In 
case of a misunderstanding, all con¬ 
ciliation machinery of the joint in¬ 
dustrial council, composed of rep¬ 
resentatives of the workers and em¬ 
ployers, shall be invoked and at 
least two weeks’ time will be al¬ 
lowed to elapse before resorting to 
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a strike. This will effectually end 
"lightning strikes” arising from 
alleged trifling causes. 

The employers heretofore have 
granted the workers a fortnight s 
holiday annually with full pay and 
this will be continued, although the 
workers forfeited the privilege by 
leaving their tasks. 

The main point of the peace pro¬ 
tocol made without prejudice to the 
legal rights of either side states 
that a "strict observance of agree¬ 
ment in printing and kindred trades 
in future shall be regarded as a 
matter of honor affecting each in¬ 
dividual employer and employee.” 

More Peace Proposals 
The Government has decided to 
issue a new emergency powers proc¬ 
lamation in view of the continuation 
of the coal strike, since the original 
edict promulgated at the outset of 
the general strike expires on May 31. 
Owing to the fact that Parliament is 
not sitting such a proclamation 
would only be valid seven days, but 
Parliament reassembles on June 1 
when an opportunity is expected to 
be given to thresh out the subject 
anew and prolong the scope of the 
proclamation up to the full legal 
limit of one month, if no settlement 
of the dispute is reached. 

Meanwhile more tentative propo¬ 
sals for peace are being put forward. 
Among them is an important one 
from F. B. Varley, member of the 
executive committee of the Miners’ 
Federation, who, however, points out 
that he makes them entirely on his 
own responsibility. Mr. Varley sug¬ 
gests a temporary reduction in wages 
of 8 1-3 per cent till the end of the 
year while the reorganization of the 
mines is being carried out, a continu¬ 
ation of the coal subsidy in modified 
form during the same period and the 
owners not to take any profits while 
wages are reduced. Moreover, no re¬ 
duction in wages is to be made when 
the latter yield below 45s. for a 
working week. 

Mr. Varley’s proposals approximate 
closely those of Stanley Baldw'n, the 
Premier, and if the Miners’ Federa¬ 
tion executive accepts them, there is 
no doubt the peace discussions will 
be reopened. 

Meanwhile, the pinch is beginning 
to be severely felt by the coal con¬ 
sumers who, by the new regulation 
issued yesterday, are not allowed to 
purchase more than 56 pounds a 
week. Many householders, especial¬ 
ly in the country districts where 
there is no gas or electricity, are 
entirely dependent on coal for fuel. 
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,Sons of Canada, in addition to passing 
a resolution indorsing this movement 
for a native-born Governor, included 
the recommendation in its motion 
that Sir Robert Borden be Canada’s 
next Governor-General.

WARSAW (By Mail to London) 
May 29—A determination to postpone 
the election of a new Polish presi¬ 
dent, unless the election is abso¬ 
lutely free and untrammeled was 
expressed by Marshal Pilsudski in a 
decree issued here., “If even at the 
last moment I should perceive the 
National Assembly under pressure 
from any one, I should postpone the 
Assembly and designate another 
place of meeting,’’ the decree states, 
adding that the marshal has received 
every guarantee from the Govern¬ 
ment, assuring him of compete free¬ 
dom in the Assembly and in par¬ 
ticular assurances from the ministers 
of war and the interior. 

The decree also mentioned the pos¬ 
sibility of the elected President tak¬ 
ing the oath of loyalty to the Consti¬ 
tution, either in Cracow or Posen in 
order- to mark the state’s unity. The 
troops which gathered in the capital 
are rapidly being sent back to their 
various garrisons. Normal life is 
completely resumed and from prov¬ 
inces comes the news of complete 
pacification, except that the Province 
of Poznanic still shows signs of ex¬ 
citement although there also things 
are much quieter. 

Three Generals Held 
All the officers or officials who 
had been interned during the strug¬ 
gle have been released with the ex¬ 
ception of General Zagorski, General 
Rozwadowski and General Jazwin- 
ski, who were imprisoned not for 
political or military reasons, but be¬ 
cause they’re accused of embezzling 
public funds and abusing their posi¬ 
tions for personal profit. Marshal 
Pilsudski has issued a manifesto to 
the army which he has ordered to be 
read out to every regiment. 

In this he exhorts them to peace 
and union and decries the spirit of 
party discord, of hatred, of corrup¬ 
tion and demoralization which he 
says had broken out in the newly 
born Poland. This, he declares, had 
led to disruption in the state and the 
army, and he expresses the hope 
that the country will turn to the 
work of regeneration that will 
strengthen and renew it. 

The word of conciliation has gone 
forth. Tile present Government is 
showing great energy in every de¬ 
partment. Any attempt to raise 
prices is severely squashed. 

Normal Work Resumed 
Officers, soldiers and officials are 
punctually paid and the normal work 
of the State is carried on energeti¬ 
cally. The united wish of the work¬ 
ing classes and the so-called intelli¬ 
gentsia 5s that Marshal Pilsudski 
should accept the presidentship, 
while it is rumored that the right 
parties will put forward ex-Presi- 
dent Wojciechowski as a candidate. 
It is supposed that the minorities 
in the National Labor Party and the 
Peasants Party, of which Mr Witos 
was leader, but in which there i§ 
said to be a split, would also vote 
for Marshal Pilsudski, but so far 
nothing definite is known. 

Foreign opinion, which has been 
fed by false reports and alarms and 
not by authentic news from the seat 
of action, is now calming down and 
is inclined to be hopeful and take a 
favorable view of matters. Moreover 
Europe knows that Marshal' Pilsud¬ 
ski was for three years chief of state 
and left his position as poor as when 
he entered it. He even refused to 
accept a pension which was his due 
a-, ex-chief, but distributed it among 
the war sufferers. 

One of the signs of confidence 
abroad is the fact that just now 
during these unsettled, times a well- 
known American firm has not hesi¬ 
tated to invest its capital in Polish 
Upper Silesian concerns and that 
Polish sugar factories have in these 
days received loans from British 
financiers. Another significant fact 
is that currency except on the first 
day of outbreak has not undergone 
any violent change. 

Marshal Pilsudski’s Election 
Regarded Matter of Course

LONDON, May 29—Marshal Pil¬ 
sudski appears to be the only candi¬ 
date as yet in the field for the Polish 
presidency, but a considerable 
amount of lobbying will be required 
among the many parties in the Na¬ 
tional Assembly before he can be 
elected, in the opinion of informed 


BALTIMORE, Md., May 29 (JP)— 
The need for greater harmony within 
the church and a more strict defi¬ 
nition of the rights of Presbyteries 
under the General Assembly was 
emphasized in the report of the com¬ 
mittee of 15 to the assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 
presented here. 

Seeking the causes which divided 
the organization into two camps of 
fundamentalists and modernists, the 
committee, appointed last year, con¬ 
fined its action to recommending 
subjects for consideration. No defi¬ 
nite action was suggested. 

The report centered principally 
around two subjects, the “spiritual 
condition of the church and the 
causes of unrest” and the “power of 
the general assembly and the effect 
of its actions.” Counseling liberty of 
thought outside the fundamentals of 
the church constitution, the report 
stated: 

“Toleration, as a. principle within 
the Presbyterian Church, refers to 
an attitude and a practice according 
to which the status of a minister or 
other ordained officer is acknowledged 
and fellowship extended to him, even 
though he may hold some views that 
are individual on points not regard¬ 
ed as essential to the system of faith 
which the church professes. . . . The 
liberty which toleration allows is not 
to be urged finally by individuals. It 
is freedom with boundaries, and 
these boundaries are fixed by con¬ 
stitutional authority.” 

Assembly’s Authority 

Again referring to schisms in the 
past, the report discussed the need of 
elaboration of the authority of the 
General Assembly as follows: 

“One of the most important ques¬ 
tions to be considered is the relative 
powers of the General Assembly and 
of the Presbytery as regards matters 
ever which the Presbytery has orig¬ 
inal jurisdiction. The rights , of the 
Presbyteries and the limits of their 
independency is a question that has 
been involved in at least two of the 
historic divisions of the Presbyterian 
Church. . . . 

“The responsibilities of the Pres¬ 
byteries in licensing and ordaining 
candidates for the ministry run down 
and root themselves in the broader 
principle of the relation between 
Presbytery and assembly and by the 


full discharge by each body of its 
constitutional functions.” 

This phase of the report was 
thought to refer to a question whiph 
will come before the assembly at 
this session when it will be deter¬ 
mined whether the New York Pres¬ 
bytery is to be disciplined for 
licensing ministers against whom 
it had been complained that they did 
not subscribe to the “essential and 
necessary articles of faith.” The com¬ 
mittee reported- that this subject re¬ 
quired such^ deep study that it 
wanted another year to prepare a de¬ 
tailed report. 

Seeking the causes which have led ! 
to the present unrest in the church, | 
the conclusion was reached that “we | 
believe that Christian character and j 
faith have not deteriorated.” This 
was qualified later with the state¬ 
ment: 

“At the same time, we believe that 
the church, while grateful for its 
inheritance, realizes how far short 
we come of the Ideal of the New 
Testament.” 

Influence of War 

“We feel in our church,” the re¬ 
port continued, “those general move¬ 
ments and tendencies which make 
for unrest not only in the churches, 
but. in all the thought and life of the 
Nation and the world. 

“The war brought with it a gen¬ 
eral unsettling of men’s minds, but 
previous to this the pressure of mod¬ 
ern inquiry had pervaded every 
department of thought; political, eco¬ 
nomic, social and religious, and ev¬ 
erything old and established was be¬ 
ing called into question. . . . 

“We and the church to which we 
belong are a part of human life and 
it is inevitable that we should feel 
the effects of these deep move¬ 
ments of our day. . . . There is a 
vast opportunity as well as vast 
danger.” 

The report concluded with the ex¬ 
pressed desire: 

“That this assembly records its 
unshaken loyalty to the whole body 
of evangelical truth, and more es¬ 
pecially that it declares its purpose 
to uphold the constitution of our 
church and to maintain the integ¬ 
rity of its historic and corporate 
witness of our Lord, Jesus Christ, 
as He is represented to us in the 
Scriptures, and to the system of doc¬ 
trine set forth in the Westminster 
confession of faith.

LOS ANGELES, May 29—“Viola¬ 
tion of the hospitality of a friendly 
nation,” is charged against the crew 
of the German warship Hamburg by 
federal prohibition officers here, who 
claim that the ship has acted as a 
•‘floating saloon” from which intoxi¬ 
cating liquor has been sold to Amer¬ 
ican citizens during its upward ot 
two weeks stop in Long Beach Har¬ 
bor. 

In the absence of definite orders 
from Washington the ship is expected 
to proceed on its scheduled trip to 
San Francisco Saturday without any 
action having been taken by govern¬ 
ment officials here. However, it is 
asserted by Samuel W. McNabb, 
United States attorney here, that all 
facts in the case are before the state 
department for consideration. 

Acting upon this information, Col. 
R. E. Frith, prohibition administra¬ 
tor for southern California and Ari¬ 
zona, sent two agents aboard the 
warship, who purchased two bottles 
of alleged beer for' $1 each, which, 
upon analysis, proved to contain 
upward of 4.8 per cent alcohol. 

Colonel Frith favored drastic 
action against this invasion of the 
constitutional laws of the Unite'd 
States within the breakwater of 
Long Beach Harbor. He telegraphed 
his superiors in Washington. An 
answer advised Colonel Frith to take 
the matter up with Mr. McNabb, 
local United States attorney, but Mr. 
McNabb, also feeling loath to act with¬ 
out support from the capital, in turn 
queried the Attorney-General, who 
advised him that the State Depart¬ 
ment would handle the matter. 

In the meantime, reports have con¬ 
tinued to come from Long Beach that 
the Hamburg’s canteen is daily 
crowded by Americans clamoring for 
German beer, which is said to have 
been served them at prices varying 
from 10 to 25 cents a glass.

British Agreement Ends “Lig 

Which Have Disorganized In

LONDON, May 29—Peace for more 
than 500,000 workers in 5000 firms in 
the allied printing trades in the Brit¬ 
ish Isles through the ending or 
“lightning strikes’’ an evil by which 
the industry has been sporadically 
paralyzed for years, is seen in the 
agreement signed on Thursday after¬ 
noon by the official representatives 
on behalf of the Federation of Mas¬ 
ter Printers of Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land. the Newspaper Society, the 
. Master Bookbinders Association, (em¬ 
ployers) and the Priting and Kin¬ 
dred Trades Federation (employees)^ 
including 12 national trade unions. 

The latter are the London Socif 
of Compositors; the Printing M 
chine Managers’ Trade Society; the 
Association of Correctors of the 

■ Press; the National Society of Elec- 

■ trotvpers and Stereotypers; the Na¬ 
tional Society of Operative Printers 
and Assistants; the National Union

' Ruling and Paper Workers; the 

Amalgamated Typefounders’ Trade 
Society; the Society of Litho Artists, 

. Designers, Engravers, and Process

of Women Employed in Bookbinding 
and Printing Trades, and the Na¬ 
tional Union of Jourinalists. 

Basis of Settlement 
The basis of the settlement puts 
both sides sol.iy on their honor to 
observe the sanctity of contracts and 
13 articles embody the terms which 
for three weeks have been the sub¬ 
jects of discussion at 10 Old Bailey, 
between the employers’ wage basis 
committee, composed of the members 
from each county, and representatives 
of the various trade unions empow¬ 
ered to sign the agreement. The new 
compact, Labor leaders say, will be 
approved by the rank and file, but 
must be formally ratified by the 
unions. Since the collapse of the 
general strike the Allied Printing 
Trades have been working under 
temporary agreements. 

Sir William Waterlow, one of the 
negotiators for peace, is a member of 
the firm of Waterlow & Sons, printers 
of British National Treasury notes. 

According to the terms all agiee- 
ments between the parties in ex¬ 
istence prior to May 1 remain in 
force. The employers’ organizations 
i ill recommend that their members 
-give preference in re-organizing to 
ex-employees who left work during 
the strike “as and when required." 
This means, contrary to the railways’ 
procedure, that inefficients and 
troublemakers will not be reinstated. 

Such a stoppage as occurred at the 
Daily Mail will be no longer possible, 
as the trade unions agree that “there 
shall be no interference with the 
contents of any newspaper, period¬ 
ical, or other matter printed or pub¬ 
lished by the members of the em¬ 
ployers’ organizations.” It is re¬ 
ported that the union leader who 
precipitated the Daily Mail walkout 
frankly admitted that it was a 
“colossal blunder in which I had a 
big part.” . 

The agreement further provides 
that “no union chapel meetings 
shall be held during working 
hours,” and that there shall be no 
interference with recognized ap¬ 
prentices in any trade dispute. In 
case of a misunderstanding, all con¬ 
ciliation machinery of the joint in¬ 
dustrial council, composed of rep¬ 
resentatives of the workers and em¬ 
ployers, shall be invoked and at 
least two weeks’ time will be al¬ 
lowed to elapse before resorting to

Owing to the fact that Parliament 
not sitting such a proclamation 
would only be valid seven days, but

Meanwhile more tentative propo¬ 
sals for peace are being put forward. 
Among them is an important one 
from F. B. Varley, member of the 
executive committee of the Miners 
Federation, who, however, points out 
that he makes them entirely on his 
own responsibility. Mr. Varley sug¬ 
gests a temporary reduction in wages 
of S 1-3 per cent till the end of the 
year while the reorganization of the 
mines is being carried out, a continu¬ 
ation of the coal subsidy in modified 
form during the same period and the 
owners not to take any profits while 
wages are reduced. Moreover, no re¬ 
duction in wages is to be made when 
the latter yield below 45s. for a 
working week. 

Mr. Varley’s proposals approximate 
closely those of Stanley Baldw'n, the 
Premier, and if the Miners’ Federa¬ 
tion executive accepts them, there is 
no doubt the peace discussions will 
be reopened. 

Meanwhile, the pinch is beginning 
to be severely felt by the coal con¬ 
sumers who, by the new regulation 
issued yesterday, are not allowed to 
purchase more than 56 pounds a 
week. Many householders, especial¬ 
ly in the country districts where 
there is no gas or electricity, are 
entirely dependent on coal for fuel.

that Is when it is completely housed 
in a combustion chamber where 
there is absolutely no escape of 
any of the products of combustion, 
except through a chimney or a 
properly constructed flue. 

This is done in our modern and 
up-to-date gas furnaces, installed 
in the cellar. 

They are so constructed that 
nothing but volumes of pure warmed 
air go into the rooms, warmed only 
by the heat that is radiated through 
the walls of the combustion cham¬ 
ber and is absorbed by the current 
of air passing over the radiating 
surface. 

FUMES FROM GAS 

It makes no difference what kind 
of a gas heater you use, just as 
long as it is installed and used in 
a room occupied by humans, it is 
dangerous. And the ones that are 
the least noticeable as to fumes are 
the most dangerous, as perfect com¬ 
bustion throws off the most dan¬ 
gerous and poisonous fumes. 

These fumes, being in the form 
of carbon dioxide, are odorless and 
tasteless and are not detected ex¬ 
cept by the trained mind. 

This includes vented heaters as 
well as open flamed ones, unless the 
vent flue up through the house is 
of sufficient size and draft velocity 
adequate to carry off all the prod¬ 
ucts of coiphustion. 

The vent flues should run above 
the highest part of the roofs, or 


but may cause explosions and fire. 

Ovens on cook stoves are often 
used for heating purposes when 
there are no other conveniences at 
hand. This practice is worse than 
all the others put together, because 
there is a greater volume of carbon 
monoxide emitting from them. 

This gas is heavy when cooled 
and will fall to the floor. If chil¬ 
dren are playing on the floors they 
are the first, to complain of head¬ 
aches and sore throats. 

PROPER METHOD 

There can be no healthier heat 
produced than by a gas furnace of 
proper construction and properly 
vented- A good gas furnace will | 
not burn except when properly 1 
vented, as the products of combus¬ 
tion must be taken off of the flame 
and out of the combustion chamber 
just as fast as they are formed. 

Otherwise condensation is pro¬ 
duced, which mixes with the sul¬ 
phur in the gas, thus producing a 
diluted form of sulphuric acid. 

This deposits on the inner walls 
of the combustion chamber and rots 
out the interior. It makes no dif¬ 
ference what kind of material is 
used or how thick, it will rot out 
In time. 

However, there *tre furnaces on 
the market which have the combus¬ 
tion chamber built of real radiating 
material, black iron, that does not 
have this evil of condensation, and 
because of this fact, they are natu¬ 
rally long lived, economical and 
serviceable.

PAINT APPLICATION a that my home shall be completed 


Question—Is paint applied with 
an air brush, or spray, satisfactory 
for home building? 

Answer—Yes, providing the paint 
is properly mixed and contains the 
necessary ingredients to insure 
quality paint. However, this meth¬ 
od is not used to a great extent 
on small house jobs. It is used ex¬ 
tensively on large buildings and 13 
economical by reason of the rapid¬ 
ity with which it can be applied to 
large surfaces.

TILE FLOOR COST 

Question—What is the cost of 
having a tiled wainscoting and floor 
put in bathroom? 

Answer—The cost of labor and 
material for tiling depends upon the 
quality of both material and labor. 
The usual cost for satisfactory work 
of this character is approximately 
$1.50 per square foot. Would sug¬ 
gest that you get in touch with re¬ 
putable contractor and to have him 
submit samples and quote you on 
the particular work you have in 
mind.

CONSTRUCTION POINTERS 

Question—I am contemplating the 
construction of a small home in the 
outlying residential district. ’Will it 
be necessary for me to build a 
fence in front of my property dur¬ 
ing construction? Also, will I bs 
permited to unload building materi¬ 
als in street during construction 
work? 

Answer— If your residence sets 
back from the street line the usual 
15 to 30 feet and you do not ob¬ 
struct the sidewalk it will not be 
necessary for you to construct a 
fence, or canopy over sidewalk dur¬ 
ing construction work. With refer¬ 
ence to dumping materials in the 
street, It will be necessary for you 
to secure a permit from the City 
Building Department and any ma¬ 
terials left in the street overnight 
must be protected by red lantern at 
each end of load of lumber, or pile 
of material.

FORECLOSURE SUITS 

Question—How soon after build¬ 
ing lien must foreclosure suit be 
started ? 

Answei—-Section 1190 of the 
Mechanics’ Lien Law of the State 
*f California provides: 

“No lien provided for in this 
chapter binds any (property) 
for longer period than ninety 
days after the same has been 
filed, unless proceedings be 
commenced in a proper court 
within that time to enforce 
same.”

ILLEGAL CONTRACTOR 

Question—I have paid my con¬ 
tractor the full contract price for 
completed work. The contractor 
has failed to pay all material bills; 
what recourse have I to recover 
funds paid to contractor? 

Answer—According to the laws 
of the State of California it is un¬ 
fortunate that your only course of 
recovery of funds paid to your con¬ 
tractor is a civil action through the 
courts. The courts of this State 
have held the condition between 

contractor and owner under or¬ 

dinary contracts is that of debtor 
and creditor and the only action to 
recover on a debt is through the 
Civil Courts. In the future thor¬ 
oughly investigate your contractor 
before signing your contract. By 
employing a responsible contractor 
you will save yourself thie un¬ 

pleasant experience.

6PEEDING UP WORK 

Question—My contract provides 


within ninety days from the date 
of the signing of contract. It is 
now more than thirty days past 
completion date and still unfinished. 
What action can 1 take to force the 
contractor to hurry the work along? 

Answer—If your contract does not 
provide for a penalty unless the 
building is completed within a speci¬ 
fied time the only action that is 
left to you is that of civil suit to 
recover any possible damage you 
may have received by the work not 
being completed within the time 
limit of the contract. It Is poor 
policy as a rule to attempt to re¬ 
cover damages in such a suit. 

CONFORMING TO ORDINANCE 

Question—My contractor has fur¬ 
nished me with plans and specifica¬ 
tions for constructing my home. Is 
it safe for me to take his word 
that they conform to the building 
ordinance of Los Angeles? 

Answer—Had you employed an 
architect you would have had a set 
of plans that without doubt would 
entirely comply with all the city 
ordinances. In your case, I would 
suggest that you take out your 
building permit and request the 
Building Department to check your 
plans and specifications to see that 
they comply with all city ordinances 
which they will gladly do for you, 
and if they do not comply with the 
ordinances the department will not 
Issue permit until proper changes 
have been made. 

ROOF COATING 

Question—Is graphite and linseed 
oil the best coating for shingle 
roofs. 

Answer—Yes. The reason for 
painting any surface is to protect 
it. Paints are manufactured from 
a pigment to give it body and coat¬ 
ing, to which is added a vehicle or 
oil so the chemical pigment will 
spread over the surface. The oil 
should be high grade, which would 
act as a preservative when it seeps 
into the wood, as well as acting as 
a vehicle in carrying the pigment, 
hence, linseed oil is usually recog¬ 
nized as one of the best oils for 
paint. Graphite, by reason of its 
very nature, is one of the best wear¬ 
ing pigments used in the manufac¬ 
ture of paint, so graphite and oil 
will make one of the best, if not 
the best, coatings for shingle roofs.

BUILDING PAPER 

Question.—What is the advantage 
of putting building paper beneath 
hardwood floors? 

Answei—The reason for applying 
water-proof building paper beneath 
hardwood floors, or between the 
sub-floor and the hardwood floor, 
Is to prevent moisture from accumu¬ 
lating below and causing the hard¬ 
wood floor to expand or contract, 
thereby ruining their service and 
beautiful effect.

Question—■ w hat is stock finish 
and how can owner know design 
when stock finish is specified? 

Answer—The word stock, when 
applied to interior trim or finished 
lumber, applies to the material car¬ 
ried in stock by the lumber com 
panies, or planing mills in the te 
ritory at which specification ori 
nated. The expresson stock finis 
in specifications is not altogethi- 
sufficient, for the plans show th 
detail and size of all interior trim 
Even though stock finish is to b 
used, the plans should show the sizr 
and design of all members of the 
interior trim. 

PAINTING l*RON WORK 

Question—Is it necessary to hav< 
galvanized iron work painted wit’ 
red 1 id before applying the fin¬ 
ishing paint? 

Answer—The reason that galvan¬ 
ized work, such as gutters and con¬ 
ductor pipes on a building, are 
painted with red lead and oil be¬ 
fore the finishing coats of paint are 
applied is because red lead will ad¬ 
here to a galvanized iron surface 
better than any other paint com¬ 
monly known at the present time. 
By first using the red lead and oil. 
the painter is able to build uP ? 
ground work over which his fin 
ishing coats can be applied and giv< 
long wearing service.
